Mrs. Cron Murdered and Her 
Body Burned at Wilmette. 


ONE ROBBER IS KILLED. 


Frank Wheeler Roused from 
Sleep Avenges the Crime. 


ARSON DESTROYS EVIDENCE. 


Two Men Escape While the House Is 
Being Consumed, 


NO CLEW TO THE GUILTY ONES, 


at Wilmette in the early hours yesterday. 


- Prank Wheeler, a prominent citizen, caught a 


burglar in his house and, firing, killed him. 
He chased two others for a half block in vain 
and returned to find his home in flames.

Soon after Mrs. Cron retired Mr. Wheeler 
also went to bed. 

: What came next is but surmise, The story 
of the murder of Mrs. Cron is told in its ter- 
rors by a long, keen knife; by teeth marks 
upon the hands of the dead robber, and by 


. eight mute wounds which bear witness to 


hecler’s aim. Frank Wheeler. can tell of 
rest; of the sight he saw through Mrs. 
Cron’s half-open door, and of his one desire 
for vengeance. 
Two Attempts to Enter the House. 
What appears certain is that the burglars 
were three in number and that they made 
more than one attempt to enter the house. 


The first time was when, at 10 o'clock, the, 


burglar alarm sounded and they were fright- 
ened away. Then Mrs. Cron, annoyed by the 
ringuig, and unwilling to investigate the dark 


basement, shut off the current. Again ven- 


turing near the house the burglars found the 
window open and climbed into the basement. 
Before they had time to mount the stairs they 
heard Mr, Wheeler come home and were 
again frightened: into silence. They hid in 
the dim basement awaiting developments. 
Then Mr. Wheeler turned on the current 
and again the gong sounded its unheeded 
alarm. Mr. Wheeler noticed nothing but the 
open window, when he went down and closed 
it, unaware that he was shutting in danger in- 
stead of shutting it out. It appears that one 
at least of the men was warned, for ashe

Then with an ax Wheeler 
amashed in a bas¢ment window. He climbed 
half way in, but was overcome by the smoke 
and was drawn out almost unconscious. Then 
Specht, who isa plumber, brought a ladder 
and proppingit below Mrs, Cron’s window 
ran up. Breeking the window Specht was 
met by a rush of steam from bursted pipes 
and was again driven back, Through the 
smoke and steam Specht discovered some- 
thing he thought was Mrs. Cron’s body. In 
vain he reached for it; the floor was giving 
why and the flames were afound him. He 
shouted for a hoe or a rake, thinking he could 
draw the body nearer the window, and Sam 5S. 
Dingee, who had joined the two, brought a 
hoe. With this Specht says he could plainly 
feel Mrs. Cron’s body, but his ladder caught 
fire and he was forced to descend. 

Wheeler meanwhile was trying to obtain ac- 
cess by the front door, but he remembered 
only too well that he had bolted it inside be- 
fore he retired. More neighbors, summoned 
by the furious riging of the Methodist church 
bell, came to help, but nothing could be done, 
and the men were forced to stand helpless 
while Mré. Cron’s body was cremated in the 
blazing housé.

CRON, MRS. MARY, 60 years old, widow, moth- 
er-in-law of Frank Wheeler, lives in Toronto, 
Can., stabbed by burglars, body afterwards 
burned to ashes in fire which destroyed the 
residence. 

UNKNOWN MAN, supposed to be Paul S. Logan 
of No. 382 Tremont avenue, Louisville, Ky., 
shot while carrying out trunk by Frank Wheel- 
er, died two hours later in Wilmette jail. 

The Burglar Alarm Wouldn’t Work. 
Business detained Mr. Wheeler in Chicago 
beyond the usual hours Friday, and it was 

10:30 o’clock before he reached home. Mrs. 

Cron told him that something seemed to be 


Wheeler’s bedchamber. The turning of the 
handie aroused Mr. Wheeler and he uttered a 
sleepy challenge. Receiving no answer Mr. 
Wheéler says he turned over and went to sleep 
again. 

Then the burglars we 
room. 

Mrs. Cron slept in a bed which Was shielded 
from the robbers’ view until theg had fairly 
entered the room. Near the bed’s head stood 
atable; the lamp stood on the washstand. 
The woman must have been aroused by the 
men and was stabbed. Probably the knife 
struck Mrs. Cron in the throat, for the strug- 
gle for life was a voiceless one. Mr. Wheeler, 
across the hall, heard nothing of a voice, but 
he did hear a sound as of the turning over of 
a table and the snap of a window shade. 

Mr. Wheeler rose. slipped into his clothes, 
and opened his door, All was still in Mrs. 
Cron’s room, but on the back stairs was the 
sound of footsteps. Mr. Wheeler stepped 
backed and picked up two revolvers 
and aie handful of cartridges. One 
weapon was a 38-caliber five-shooter; the 
other a 32. Neither weapon was loaded. Mr. 
Wheeler hurriedly charged them. Then he 
stepped into the hali. As he passed he glanced 
into his mother-in-law’s room.

The charging of the revolver had taken 
some time, the partial dressing had taken 
more, and the burglars beli¢ved themselves 
undiscovered. Twe of them had found a 
smail trunk of Mr. Wheeler. It was heavily 
iron-bound and looked “like a plate chest. 
Two of them carried it down-stairs 
while the third eet fire to the house. 

Wheeler Kills the Robber. 

Wheeler descended the stairs several steps, 
his boot-heels ringing noisily on the bare 
boards. Down the stairs and across the 
kitchen floor Mr. Wheeler followed them un- 
til the head of the steps leading to the yard 
was reached. Then, vutlined in the moon- 
light, Mr. Wheeler saw two men carrying a 
trunk. The back of the hindmost man was 
within five feet of him and raising his re- 
volver Mr. Wheeler fired. 

Struck squarely in the back of the head the 
man pitched headlong down the steps, up- 
setting his . companion in his fail. 
There he attempted to regain. his 
feet, or Mr. Wheeler thought he 
did, for, standing over the burglar, 
Wheeler poured seven bullets from his two 
revolvers into his prostrate form. Then he 
sent his three last bullets after the man’s fly- 
ing companion. Just as his guns were empty 
a third man rushed from the kitchen and sped

News of the Tragedy Told. 

It was 3°30 o’clock in the morning when 
two men drove up to the Evanston police sta- 
tion and excitedly told Sergt. Housel of the 
Wilmette tragedy and requested that aid be 
immediately sent. The police and firemen at 
the station had been watching the fire for an 
hour or more, and had been in readiness to 
start on a moment’s notice. When the fire 
was first observed the firemen thought it was 
at North Evanston, but a message from there 
suid that it was in Wilmette, which was out-

side of their territory. Nevertheless they 
kept in readiness tu respond to a call. 

Afteracall had been made at the police 
station Chief,Carney, Sergeant Housel, and 
Officer Maxwell drove to Wilmette, two miles, 
in the patrol wagon. As soon as Chief Carney 
reached the place and found that the body of 
Mrs. Cron was still in the rtins, and that there 
was absolutely nothing in the village by which 
the fire could be extinguished, he telephoned 
for the Evanston hosecart. This arrived 
about 4:30 o’clock in charge of Fire Marshal 
Harrisonand Fireman Sweeting. A stream 
was soon playing on the glowing embers and 
the flames were extinguished. It was not 
hard to locate the body. It was visible sur- 
rounded by ashes directly beneath the room 
Mrs. Cron had occupied. 

Marshal Harrison and Officer Housel, 
armed with shovels, removed the débris from 
about: the body before trying to remove it. 
All the limbs were gone and the unsupported 
trunk fell over to the ground. It was raised 
and placed in a box and conveyed in the 
patrol wagon to the village. hall. 

Chief Carney of the Evanston police, when 
seen yesterday, said: 

** I was called a litfle before 4 o’clock by 
Sergt. Housel, and accompanied by Officer 
Maxwell we drove rapidly to . Wilmette. 
At the village hall I saw the body 
of the dead burglar, I had never 
seen him before. After we returned with the 
body of Mrs. Cron I searched the burglar’s 
body and in one pocket found & testament: It 
indicated that he was from Louisville, Ky. 
‘My theory is that he is a Worid’s Fair visitor, 
a burglar brought here by the World’s Fair. 
He is unknown to the Chicago police and 
from appearances was released from confine- 
ment nota great while ago. Ido not think 
there is much possibility of catching the oth- 
ers. The dense woods about Wilmette giv 
them an excellent chance to escape.”’ 

Had Robbed W. H. Owen's House. 

W. H. Owen, a butcher at No. 1002 Maple 
avenue, Evanston, went to Wilmette yester- 
day and immediately recognized the burglar 
asthe man who had burglarized his house 
two weeks ago,. Mr. Owen saia: 

“T recognized him at jonce. He had the 
same eyes, the same nose, the same shape of 
head, he was thé same size and he was also 
dressed the sarne. You sé¢e,- he was in my 
room over an hour holding a gun over me, and 
Ihad achance to size him up thoroughly. 
He hada handkerchief tied over the lower 
part of his face all the time, but nevertheless 
I recognized him instantly today. In fact, 
I'd be willing to stake every cent I have in the 
world on the fact that it is|the same man.” 

Mr. Owen’s residencé was burglarized by 
two men the night of Oct, 23. He had over 


$200 under his mattress, and it took the 


thieves more than an hour to find it.

In the large center room, where the Village 
Trustees hold their meetings, were the City 
Attorney, the Justice of the Peace, the Coro- 
ner,and the principal witnesses. A small 
room to the side is fitted up as a lock-up, and 
in one of the small eells Martin Russell 
was confined. In another small room lay the 
remains of Logan, 

All day long the body was exposed to the 
view of any one who chose to crowd into the 
room, The lower limbs were ,bare and ti.e 
head and breast were uncovered. The jaw 
was bound into place with a handkerchief and 
the bullet holes were plainly discernible. The 
local undertaker took charge of the remains 
at 4 o’clock, and, placing the body ina rude 
pine coffin, drove away to his shop in anuther 
part of town. 

There were many rumors as to the causes of 
the crimes. The way in which the burglars 
and murderers went about their work is 
thought by some to show that they had a per- 
fect knowledge of the interior of the house. 
Others say that they were acquaint- 
ed with the family movements 
and with the family financial affairs. 
A few months ago Mrs. Cron had $4,000 
deposited in a Denver bank. When the 
financial trouble teached that city the bank,

in common with many others, went under. 
It was at first thought that she would lose all, 
but. subsequently she received the entire 
$4,000. This she brought with her to Wil- 
mette and hid in the house. A couple of 
weeks ago this money was deposited in a 
safety deposit vault in Chicago. Nobody but 
the members of the family and a few intimate 
friends knew of these proceedings. To the 
villagers it seems strange, that the burglars 
should proceed at once to Mrs. Cron’s room 
and to the very spot where the money had 
been hidden. ’,The murder lends importance 
to this theory. 

Made Provision for Afi Contingencies. 

Early in the evening Mrs. Cron went visit- 
ing with Mrs. C. D. Cramer, a neighbor. 
During her absence it is thought the mren en- 
tered the house and tampered with the burg- 
laralarms. Mrs. Cron returned home at 9 
o’clock and twice between that hour and 10 
o’clock thealarm bell rang. * 

On the back poreh Mr. Wheeler had piaced a 
five-gallon can of oil early in theevéning. Some 
of this oil had been used to saturate the porch, 
showing that preparations had been made for 
all possible contingencies. The burglars prob- 
ably believed that the trunk they were carry- 
ing out contained the $4,000. 

All these circumstances, say the friends of 
Mrs. Cron, point conclusively to the fact that 
the men knew something of the household 
and the inmates as well as their affairs. They 
say, should the other two men be caught, they 
will be recognized as belonging to the neigh- 
borhood or in some way acquainted with the

One Arkansas Bandit Recognized as the 
Notorious Jesse Roper.

NEW INDICTMENTS ARE ANNOUNCED. 


Two Piankinton Bank Officials to Contest 
Grand Jury’s Legality. 
Mitwavker, Wis., Nov. 4.—[Special.]—

closure of the new indictments. The whole 
list was finally announced. The indictments

$5,000 each was required. Judge Jenkins, 
who is among the indicted officials, was not 
in court.

This afternoon Judge Johnson 
issued a writ of habeas corpus upon the Sheriff 
to produce Mesirs.

The petition upon which the writ was 
ranted stated that these men were unlawfully 
held and imprisoned and the court is.asked to 
decide upon the legality of the proceedings 
leading to their arrest and detention.

IOWA REPUBLIOANS OONFIDENT OF 
JACKSON'S ELEQTION. 


The Campaign Is Virtually Over and «a 
Vigorous Effort Is Now Being Made to 
Get Out a Fall Vote=Congressman Uull 
Estimates the Piurality of His Party 
at 20,000—Gov, Boles Still Bedfast 
Populists Cutting in on Democrats= 
Gear’s Forecast of the Legislature. 


Des Monvzs, Ia., Nov, 4.—[Special.]—The 
Republicans throughout the State of Iowa are 
exceedingly jubilant tonight.. The campaign 
is practically closed. for the speeches Monday 
will be in the nature of a final wind-up, and 
an admonition to the boys to. be sure and get 
out the vote. The only danger that the Re- 
publicans will adntit for Jackson is a failure 
to get the Republican vote polled, and from 
now until the polls close Tuesday evening 
every effort will be made to gee that the vote 

out. Chairman Blythe has 
upon every ore of his 
20,000 correspondents in the different school 
districts of the State the n ity of seeing 
that every Republican vote " polied, and has 
assured them that victory ig certain if these 
instructions are followed. Mr. Blythe is san- 
guine of the success of the entire Republican 
ticket, and puts his low water’ mark of Mr. 
Jackson’s plurality at 15,000, with a proba- 
bility that it will exceed 20,000. 

Congressman Huli, who has been stumping 
the State, puts his figure of Jackson’s plural- 
ity at 20,000. Ex-Gov. Gear says his fig- 
ures agree with Mr, Huil’s. Some of the 
other Republican speakers who have 
been making a thorough canvass of the State 
aay that 25,000 will be nearer the correct fig- 
ure. Mr. Jackson says he has not made any 
close estimates, but from what he can learn 
from others who have canyassed the State 
and from the information that he has received 
at the different points where he has spoken he 
is of the opinion that his plurality will exceed 
20,000. 

The Democratic State Central committee 
appears to have about given up the fight ex- 
eept on the head of the ticket, andit is by 
no means sanguine of Boies’ election. 
Chairman Fullen has undoubtedly done the 
best he could under the circumstances, but he 
has been badly handicapped. It has been 
almost impossible to secure speakers and Gov. 
Boies was taken sick just ashe was about to 
make a tour of the river cities. This dis- 
heartened the committee, for it realized the 
fact that the Republicans are making big 
grins in that section of the State and it had 
hoped that the Governor might be able to 
stop the stampede. Then, too, it was 
expected that Frank Lawler would come 
to Iowa and make a speech at Davenport and 
other points, but his dates were canceled on 
account of Mayor Harrison's funeral.

Coffey, Smith, and I began at once stripping 
off his clothes.. They were old and worn, but 
of remarkably good quality. The same was 
true of all his apparel, All he had 
on was remarkably clean except 
where it had been. soiled in last 
fight. -He wore a black diagonal three button 
cutaway coat,.a vest to match, and dark 
strived trousers. His under clothes were 
light in color and of medium weight. He had 
on badly worn lace shoes and dark stockings. 

We found a sinall New Testament, On the 
fly leaf was written ‘ Paul S. Logan, No. 382 
Fremont street, Louisville, Ky.’

His hands showed he had done no work for 
six months at least. His hair was dark and 
had grown about two weeks from a close clip, 
as had his mustache, __ | : 

‘‘In company with Wheeler we went to 
where his house had stood. Nothing was left 
of the building but the six-foot foundation on 
which it stood. Around the house is a barbed 
wire ferce. At tne back of the house, which 
was toward the south, was an opening, 
through which the other two men escaped, 
Mr. Wheeler was unable to give us any sort 
of a description of these men, except that one 
wore a beard. We got no tangible clews as 
to the escaped men, but hope to get at them 
through the identification of the dead one.”’

The store had been robbed early 
ast spring and he does not remember having 
seen the coat since. It might have been

VERDICT OF THE CORONER’S JURY. 


Wheeler Tells of the Crimes of the Morn- 
ing=Specht’s Story of It All, 

The verdict of the Coroner’s jury in the in- 
quest held over the body of the man shot by 
Mr. Wheeler was short.

Deputy Coroner C, J. Coffee arrived at Wil- 
mette early in the morning and proceeded at 
once to summon the witnesses and select a 
jury. At 10 o0’clock the inquest was begun, 
with the following men as jurors: Horace G. 
Drury, real estate deaier; Joseph Arno, em- 
ployed in Map Department of County Clerk’s 
office; Charles McDaniell, carpenter and 
builder; C. O. Carlson, employed on a Swed- 
ish paper; Mathias Black, furniture dealer 
and undertaker; E. J. Holden, grocer. 

After the formalities had been gone through 
with Frank P. Wheeler, the first witness, was 
— His testimony, in brief, was as fol- 
OWS: ‘ 

“The last time Isaw my mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Cron, before she was attacked was at 
12:30 a.m. Two hours later I was awakened 
by a noisa as if a window was being raised or 
a table moved. A moment later I heard some 
one running down the back stairs. I got up 
and took out of a bureau drawer two-.new re- 
volvers, one a 38 and the other a 32 cali- 
ber. These were unloaded, but filled 
both with cartridges and ran down-stairs. 
When I reached the kitchen door I saw two 
men carrying a small trunk outdoors. They 
were four or five feet away. I fired at the 
nearest man. He fell, but a moment later 
tried to get on his feet again. I then emptied 
both revolvers at him. I loaded up again 
= fired several shots to alarm the neigh- 

rs. 

‘*Just then Isaw smoke pouring from the 
kitchen windows. I tried to get in the back 
door, but could not get it open, sol got an 
ax. The sinoke was so denge that after sev- 
eral trials I was obliged to desist. Two 
minutes after the shota were fired Au- 
gust Specht and Samuel Dingee arrived. 
They got a ladder and tried to get in the 
window up-staiis where Mra. Cron was lying, 
but the smoke drove them back. They then 
got a hoe and tried to reach her with that, but 
failed. The body was not got out until after 
the building had burned down, 

‘**Qn the back porch I had placed a five-gal- 
lon can of kerosene, and inside the kitchen 
was a bundle of kindling? These, I suppose, 
had been used to kindle the fire. There was 
only my mother-in-law, Mrs, Cron, in the 
house at the time besides myself.” . 

August Specht, a plumber, was next called 
asa witness. He testified in brief: ‘I live 
225 feet from Wheeler’s house. I heard the 
shots and opening the window looked out and 
asked what was the matter. Wheeler said: 
** Come and help me, Gus.”’ I went over and 
found a man lying close*to the back step of 
Wheeler’s house, Wheeler asked for 
& ladder and I got one and 
tried to get in the window 
of Mrs. Cron’s room, but was driven back by 
the smoke. Wheeler begged me to save Mrs. 
Cron, but it was impossible for the smoke and 
flames. Just as I arrived I saw two men run- 
ning away from the building, but can give no 
description of them. The body was taken to 
the town hall in the patrol wagon a half hour 
afterward.,”’

POLICY TONED DOWN. 


THE ADMINISTRATION'S FOREIGN 
PLANS WUT 80 VIGOROUS. 


Developments That Have Brought About 
the Change in Feeling=<Portugal the 
Only European Country That Is Inter- 
ested in Having a Monarchy in Brazile 
Lack of Discretion Shown by Minister 
Thompson — Reappointment of Iowa 
Postmasters=Report of Maxwell 


Wasuineton, D.C., Nov. 4.—[Special.]— 
The administration’s foreign policy does not 
seem to be so vigorous as it was a week or 
twoago. Perhaps the assertion of the Presi- 
dent’s determination that the Monroe doctrine 
should be maintained has had something to 
do with the calm. Perhaps, also, the discov- 
ery that there was less of the European con- 
spiracy to interfere in Brazil then was sup- 
posed has had something to do with quieting 
the fears that were uttered. It was also doubt- 
ful that the French republic would enter into 
an intrigue for the restoration of the 
monarchy, when that restoration would 
benefit one of the Bourbon pretenders, ‘the 
Count d’Eu, who was a son-in-law of Dom 
Pedro. Of all-Europe, Portugal is propably 
the only country that really is interested in 
having the monarchy restored. g 

It is whispered quietly that Minister Thomp- 
son did not show a vast amount of discretion 
in his advices to the State Department. It is 
always the presumption that an American 
Minister is looking after the interests of his 
country, and that in doing it he shows Ameri- 
can common sense, The same presumption 
exists as to its navy officers, Mr. Thompson 
seems to have been unduly excited by the 
mere gossip of Rio Janéiro, and to have given 
too much eredit to reports which had no 
foundation. 

Navy folks and diplomats in Washington 
think that there will be a good many develop- 
ments before the revolution is ended. Some 
of them believe Admiral Mello may yet 
triumph and set himself up as Dictator. It 
is folly, however, to talk of the stand which 
the United States has taken, endangering its 
prestige in case Meilodoestriumph. This 
country is recognizing the only existing gov- 
ernment. which is that of President Peixoto. 
In international law Mello is not a belliger- 
ent. If the insurgent fleet su s and its 
Admiral is set up as the head of the govern- 
ment he will be recognized as soon as 
the stability of his government is assured.

Musgrave, a 
well-known attorney of Baltimore City, says 
Hoge is a felon under the laws of Virginia, in 
that he refused to turn over collections he ha 
made while practicing law at Christianburg, 
Va., and that when pressed for payment after his 
appointment he sent a worthless check by mail, 
dated Roanoke, Va., Oct. 19, for the sum of $325. 
Presentation at the State Department of all the 
papers.apd the protested check resulted in the 
recall of Col. Hoge.

The Tigers Secure a Toueh-Down After 
Four Minutes’ Play; but King Misses 

. the GoaleNo More Seoring Is Done, but

Purtapetpata, Pa,, Nov, 4.—The football 
game between Princeton and University of 
Pennsylvania played in the grounds of the 
Germantown Cricket club this afterr.con was 
won by Princeton by a score of 4 to O after 
one of the greatest struggles ever seen ona 
football field. For one hour and fifty-five 
minutes the battle raged between the oppos- 
ing giants, and although the play was the 
roughest ever geen here, only two men re- 
tired because of injuries. 

The game was announced at 2 o’clock. 
Rain began falling long before sunrise and 
continued until nearly 11 o’clock. Notwith- 
standing the adverse weather conditions the 
enthusiasts began pouring through the gates 
long before noon, and when the game began a 
crowd variously estimated at from 25,000 to 
35,000 people was massed on the stands and 
around the stgut iron fence which protected the 
playing field from invaders.

Pass a Resolution of Approval and Sympa- 
thy=President Higinbotham Doubtful 
of Success=Canadian Commissioner Pro- 
tests Against Agricultural Implement 
Awards—Agricultaral Exhibiters Dine 
Chief Buchanan — Department Offices 
Will Be Closed Today. 


Members of the National Commission favor 
the project of Washington Porter to have the 
Manufactures Building moved to the Lake- 
Front. At yesterday’s session of the com- 
mission Mark McDonald offered a resolution, 
which through the influence of Secretary 
Dickinson was adopted, and is as follows: 

WuHereas, Enterprising citizens of Chi are 
endeavoring to have the Manufactures and Lib- 
eral Arts Building removed toa suitable site on 
the Lake-Front to remain as a World’s Fair 
Memoria! Building. therefore

success 


The Committeee on History of the Exposi- 
tion was empowered to fully equip itself for 
work. ‘ It was given the privilege of employ- 
ing stenographers, and all reports of depart- 
ments are to be submitted’to President Pal- 
mer and by him to the committee. Commis- 
sioner Tousley, who has taken a special inter- 
est in securing an award for the Chff Dwell- 
ers’ exhibit, had a resolution adopted empow- 
ering and authorizing the Awards committee 
to issue a medal to H. J. Smith. This had 
been knocked out the day before by reason of 
the report submitted by Thacher, who said the 
exhibit was not installed in Mr. Smith’s name. 
Mr. Tousley presented his second appeal as a 
* dying request’ and it was carried unani- 
mously. 

Prof. F. W. Putnam, Chief of the Depart- 
ment of Ethnology, will secure a medal for 
the exhibit in the Convent of La Rabida. 
This was greatiy disappointing to William E. 
Curtis, w ae had worked up the exhibit him- 
self and expected the medal. But the display 
was installed in Prof. Putnam’s name. Presi- 
dent Palmer was authorized to send a letter 
of thanks and appreciation to all foreign 
Commissioners for their displays and their 
sid. An invitation was received from the 
Chamber of Commerce at Knoxville, Tenn., 
inviting the commission and Foreign Com- 
missioners to visit that city. 


Protests Against the Awards Made. 


As no session of the commission would be 
complete without some sort of a protest 
against the Awards committee a long commu- 
nication ‘was received from J. 8S. Larke, Exec- 
utive Commissioner for Canada, Mr. Larke 
united in a request with seven Canadian firms 
that the harvesting machinery in the Agri- 
cultural Annex be reéxamined, Mr. Larke 
said he was sorry to prefer his protest, but 
that the action of a portion of the Committee 
on Awards was extraordinary. He said he 
could not get justice from the committee.

HUNDREDS BLOWN UP. 


TERRIBLE EXPLOSION DURING A 
*- FIRE AT SANTANDER. 


Ship at the Spanish Port Loaded with 
Dynamite Found to Be Ablaze and the 
People, Not Knowing the Nature of the 
Cargo, Assemble at the Quay~Many 
Houses Wrecked and Persons Not 
Killed by the Concussion Are Buried 
in the Ruins of Their Homes, 


SantanpgEr, Spain, Nov. 4.—A terrible ex- 
plosion oceurred here last night in which 
several hundred persons were killed. The 
shock of the explosion was so great that the 
residents in the furthest part of the city 
thought an earthquake had occurred and that 
the place was about to be destroyed. The 
ship Volo, witha cargo of dynamite, was ly- 
ing at a quay last evening, when,in some 
way not yet explained, it caught fire. 
A large crowd, gathered in the vicinity, and 
the police, who re evidently unaware of 
the dangerous character of the ship’s cargo, 
made no attempt to drive them away. The 
Governor of the province personally directed 
the efforts of the firemento extinguish the 


flames, though he was fully aware of the

danger he and the other fire fighters were in. 

While every effort‘@was being made to 
quench the flames ecihendinente was heard a 
dull roar foliowed by a report that shook the 
city to its foundations.

But what makes this last job the more 
outrageous is that to make room for this ambi- 
tious millionaire: Mr. Henry White. a man ap- 
pointed eight years ago by President Cleveland 
himself, who performed his duties sowell that 
President Harrison; a political opponent, de- 
clined to remove him, is now sent about his busi- 
ness. Civil servants, who are honest men, can- 
not save $10.000 every four years to buy their 
positions, and so they afte given this warning 
that offices are for sale to the highest bidder. Mr. 
White, therefore, has been made a victim of the 
present policy of a millionaire civil service, in- 
augurated by a civil service reform President.

He advises the Cab- 
inet to introduce hefore Christmas a bill for 
the relief of the evicted tenants in Ireland 
and to release several more political prison- 
ers. He urges thig policy as necessary to 
avert the part dislocation of the anti-Parnell. 
ite party under Justin McCarthy, upon whose 
unbroken support the government depends 
to carry the projected English legislation.

Portable Coining Machines for Sale. 


A Viénna firm is reported to be offering on 
easy terms portable coining machines. Many 
are said to have been soild’on the Continent, 
and note few in England for export to. India, 
where the natives and private concerns are 
transferring bar silver into rupees. Advices 
from India indicate that this illegal mintage: 
is not likely to influence values or imports of 
silver materially. Financia) experts in Indian 
affairs agree that the unexpected magnitude 
of the Indian. demand for silver since the 
mints closed is due partly to the cessation of 
the practice of melting down rupees for orna- 
ments. This practice was too wasteful to be 
continyed after the coinage of silver ceased 
and bar silver is now used almost exclusively 
by the artisans and makers; hence the recent 
influx of silver. During the last three months 
the shipments of silver from England to China 
have amounted to more than double the silver 
shipped in the corresponding vested of 1892. 
This eriormous increase has helped greatly to 
sustain the price of silver. 


Colenies May Declare Independence. 


Any really effective intervention of the im-

It is really 
only a pointed and spirited example of a kind 
of protest which the advanced Radical wing 
is continually compelled to make against the 
tendency of official liberalism to fall com- 
fortably asleep once it got control of the 
loaves and fishes.

Disgust with South African Business, 

Such excitement as this autumn session 
yields will come, not from its advertised legis- 
lative program, but froma deep and earnest 
popular disgust over this abominable South 
African business. Thursday Labouchere is to 
give an adjournment of the House and 
thus secure a day for discussion. If, as_ex- 
pected, the ministry declines to give timesthis 
discussion will be by far the most important 
and impassioned which Parliament has heard 
since the bombardment of Alexandria.

& good way behind Radical feeling in the 
House and the popular indignation outside.

It is instinct- 
ively felt that thie will now be designedly 
thrust forward as the storm center of interna- 
tional activity. Berlin and Vienna commenta- 
tors do not disguise a certain sardonic glee at 
the prospect. 

World’s Fair Lead Hard to Follow. 

Paris takes up the project of the Exhibition 
in 1900 with an easy show of confidence, but 
it is obvious enough that Chicago’s Fair is 
felt to be a gravely difficult lead to follow. 
The sheer impossibility of rivaling America’s 
wonderful show on its own lines has thrown 
the directors back upon what is a really in- 
telligent resource—that of utilizmg Paris 
itself in addition to the ground 
covered in 1889. The Exhibition space 
is to be brought down to the Seine, to the 
Tuileries gardens, and the Place de la 
Concorde. This will help solve the greatest 
previous difficulty, that of locomotion, and 
will enable the Exposition to keep open at 
least till midnight, and give the publications 
and tradesmen of that busy central district a 
share in the profits of the exhibition crowd 
hitherto denied them. There will also be a 
sort of annex exhibition with great night 
fétes out at Vincennes to keep the east end of 
Paris satisfied and prevent it from swamping 
the more polite quarters. 


Queen’s Health Worset han Unusual. 

It is generally understood that the Queen is 
much worse in health than usual. She is 
suddenly displaying a great revived interest 
in the theatrical world. After having Hare 
and the Bancrofts up at Balmoral to produce 
* Diplomacy’ on an absurd little stage 
there, she showered gifts of brooches, rings, 
and pins on the g@itified mummers 
to an extent hitherto unknown in 
the sparse annals of Guelph generosity. 
These gifts being announced piecemeal in 
society papers created apprehension that the 
royal mind wastottering. Soon it will be Sir 
Augustus Harris’ turn to produce an English 
version of ** Faust” at Windsor, and spécula- 
tion is baffled with the problem what new honor 
the Queen can devfse for him who already en- 
joys the royal confidence and admiration in a 
quite unique degree.

A number of English managers are striving 
to get hold of Gounod’s unpublished opera 
called * Maitre Pierre,’ the liberette of 
which deals, it is understood, very frankly 
with the story of Heloise and Abelard. The 
wofk dates from the period before Gounod 
lapsed into a somewhat maudlin, not to say 
disordered, clericalism, in his later years. 
It is said to have been rejected 
by the Opera Comique management 
on account of the boldness of its situations. 
There seems to be a difficulty in getting the 
executors to waive the prejudice which the 
composer grew to entertain for the work on 
this account, but I have reason to believe that 
the objection will be overcome. Those who 
are informed say that the music ranks quite 
with Gounod’s best work.

Demands of Christiania Voters. 


, CHRISTIANIA, Noy. 4.—A mass meeting of voters | 


held here today adopted a moderate electoral 
platform. Among their demands were that the 
tariff be reformed, that the ee ee as 
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Civic Guard and many cficials 
and workmen were badly injured. The 
town was completely paralyzed by the dis- 
aster, and no attempt was subsequently made 
to extinguish the fire that was communicated 
to adjacent qudys by flaming brands thrown 
by the exploding dynamite, Telegrams have 
been set to Valencia, Burgos, and Vailadolid 
asking that engines be sent on special trains 
to fight the fire: The Volo belonged to the 
Vasco de Andalusia company. 


Loss of Life Enormous, 

The horror of the disaster has rendered the 
people helpless who saw the etplosion and 
lived are in such a state of excitement that 
they can make only the wildest kind 
of statements. There is doubt thhrt 
aside from the money loss entailed 
the destruction of houses, quays, and ship- 
ping. it is one of the most appalling disasters 
that has occurred in Spain or elsewhere in 
Europe in recent years. The loss of life was 
simply enormous. Some of the estimates 
place the number of killed and injured at up- 
wards of a thousand. 

When the people and officiale become more 
collected and a systematic investigation can 
be made, it is probable the loss will be found 
to be less, but it ean be said it will be heavy. 
The streets in the vicinity of the quay where 
the explosion occurred are impassable being 
filled with all sorts of wreckage from the 
houses blown down. It is certain that a num- 
ber of living persons are under the ruins, but 
the authorities and people are so helpless 
that little attempt is being made to extricate 
them. 

A number of soldiers were put at work to- 
day clearing the débris, but their task is being 
performed in a perfuetory way. Already they 
have come acfoss masses of human flesh, the 
sight of which hag made them sick, and they 
hesitate to push their work with any heart, 
fearing the sights that they know full well 
their labor will uncover. 

The hospitals are filled with the injured and 
the physicians are doing everything in their 
power to alleviate the agony of the terribly 
mutilated persons writhing upon the cots. 

At the time the Volo blew up the Spanish 
steamer Alfonso XII. was lying aside of it. 
The steamer was destroyed. All its .officers 
and forty of its crew are missing, and it is cer- 
tain that every one of them was killed, 


Awful Force of the Explosion. 

The force of the explosion may be judged 
from the fact that portions of the Volo and 
the Alfonso XIII. were thrown into the midale 
of the town, carrying death and destruction 
with them. It will be necessary to send troops 
here from other cities to aid the officials. 
Great delay is experienced in getting, reports 
by the disaster to telegraph lines. There is 
only one line working out of the city and that 
is working slowly. Nearly all the press dis- 
patches are carried to points outside the city. 

Even with outside assistance it was found 
impossible to check the flamea, :and ‘half the 
city has been destroyed by fire and explosions. 


‘The railway station has been burned, and so 


rapid was the spread of the flames that the 
trains could ‘not be hauled out, They, too, 
were destroyed. 

It is now estimated that 800 persons were 


killed by the explosion. Many are missing, 


but most of them are believed to have gone to 


‘the houses of friends after their. own homes 


were destroyed. Among the dead are the 
Prefect, the Chief of Police, and two Judges. 


Sixty houses were wrecked. A train which 


was entering the station when the ex- 
plosion occurred was fired by flying 
pieces of burning wood. The station began 
to burn a moment later. The station-master 
was burned to deathand many pessengers 
were suffocated. Dozens of persons living 
near the bay fled from their burning houses 


/and in terror threw themselves into the water.

Talk of Pledges. 
John Dillon, William O’Brien, and other 


~anti-Parnellites write and speak as if the goy- 
-exnmment were pledged to imtroduce in the} 


next séasiona bill to reinstate the tenants. 
Privately the Liberals of ministerial rank 
deny thatany such pledge has been given. 
Monday John Redmond, leader of the Par- 
nellites, will ask Mr, Gladstone in the House 
of ®ommons whether the government intends 
to introduce or propose a temporary measure 
of relief based upon the thirteenth clause 
of the land purchase act of 1891 
and supplemented by provisions for compul- 
sory settlement. Mr. Gladstone’s course can 
be predicted with considerable certainty. He 
will decline to introduce the bill suggested by 
Mr. Redmond, although he may indicate the 
possibility of a compromise within the limits 
of the thirteenth clause. The wisdom of this 
course is concentrated in the point that fio 
prolonged Conservative opposition will be 
provoked by it and that the progress of En- 
glish bills will not be impeded. 

The Duke of Argyle, speaking in Glasgow 
this week, said the cause of home rule was de- 
pendent entirely upon the life of Mr, Gtad- 
stone, and with him would vanish from the 
field of English politics. This theory of his 
Grace was hardly enunciated before it was 
strikingly contradicted by the speeches of 
Mr. Asquith and Mr. Campbell-Bannerman, 
Secretary of State for War, both of 
whom proclaimed for the first 
time their attitude in favor of 
federalizing the United Kingdom. Campbell- 
Bannerman told his constituents in Sterling 
that not home rule for Ireland alone but home 
rule for other parts also of the United King- 
dom was the aim of the Liberal party. Any 
inconvenience attendant upon the retention 
of Irish members at Westminater, he added, 
was surely worth enduring for the sake of 
their great object. Mr. Asquith does not 
hesitate to confess to similar convictions. 

The Daily Standard, the Weekly Spectator, 
and other Unionist organs dilate upon the 
tremendous importance of a policy by which 
the Liberals virtually commit themselves to 
evolution, to weakening the historic continuity 
of the Constitution, and to transforming the 
United Kingdom into a ¢ollection of State 
governments on the federal model. 

Gladstone Seems Feebler. 

Mr. Gladstone has not derived so much ben- 
efit from his holidays as the Liberal press 
would make the country believe. His gait is 
feebler and his face is ashen gray. His voice, 
however, is as clear and resonant as ever. 

In the absence of Joseph Chamberlain Sir 
Henry James is leading the Liberal Unionists 
in the House of Commons. The Duke of 
Devonshire, leader of the Unionists in the 
House of Lords, has subscribed to a fund for 
the defense of the established church of 
Wales. This is the first time he has identified , 
himself with the opposition to Welsh dises- 
tablishment. 

Celebration of the Anarchists. 

The London Anarchists celebrated with a 
public meeting last evening the release of 
their comrade, David John Nicoll, from 
prison. The speakers reveled in the rnost in- 
cendiary and blasphemous language. They 
became so utterly reckless occasionally that 
the audience groaned and hissed them, Prince 
Krapetkit and Louise Michel, who had prom- 
ised to attend the meeting, sent regrets, C, 
W. Mowbray, publisher of the Commonweal, 
which was edited formerly by Nicoll, pro- 
claimed without mincing words the revolution 
of force. “ Better fight than starve,” he 
said. Editor Samuels of the Commonweal 
characterized social democrats as “ damnable 
cowards,” while the Socialists present 
groaned and hissed. Gladstone, Asquith, and 
the whole miserable pack, he said, were —— 
humbugs. He answered the protests from 
the audience by challenging anybody to come 
to the platform., He was ready to stand 
against all comers. Any true Anarchist 
would be as fearless. Jesus Christ himself 
would not frighten him. There was no more 
fooling about the Anarchists. They would 
rather die fighting than like rats in a gutter. 
Samuels closed his tirade amid fervid cheer- 


nounced the Chicago courts for having mur- 
dered the Chicago Apgrchists. Nicoll de- 
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Bund, will support Cecil Rhodes. and the 
company to the last point.

Today Mr. Finlay appeared fo Sultan. 
He moved that an order issued by the court 
fora subwrit be set aside. He read a letter 
from the Colonial Office stating that without 
doubt the Sultan of Johore was an independ- 
ent ruling sovereign. Mr. Finlay argued that 
the court had no jurisdictien in the case, 

Mr. White, in behalf of the plaintiff, read 
an affidavit made by Miss Mighell, stating 
that she knew the Sultan as Albert Baker. 
When he was residing at a house in Goring, 
at his request, she assumed the name of 
Baker in communicating with him. After 
she was aware of his identity he told her that 
he wished to preserve his incognito by com- 
mand of the Queen. She did not know that 
he was the Sultan of Johore till in October, 
1892, and the promise of marriage was made 
in that year: The court decided that it had 
no jarisdiction an@ the case fell to the ground. 

The Sultan of Johore was elevated from the 
rank of Maharajah to that of Sultan some 
years ago in recognition of the firm, unwaver- 
ing friendship which he had always given to 
the English nation and rule. Among his many 
cultivated tastes he possesses a love for gar- 
dening. Something above the medium height, 
dark in complexion, with along white mus- 
tache, he has always maintained his reputa- 
tion asa dignified gentleman. He usually 
dresses in .clothes of the orthodox English 
cut, and wears a black cloth cap in the front 
of which flashes and scintillates a magnificent 
aigrette of diamonds. Almost every finger is 
adorned with ringe—two or more on each—of 
the same precious stones. Apart from this 
there is no trace of barbaric splendor about 
his Highness.

A more difficult issue than conquest is now 
coming into prominence, Having to all ap- 
pearances conquered Matabeland the great 
question that now concerns the govern- 
ment is what to do with it. The fad- 
dist radicals, led by Mr. Labouchere, ig- 
nore all the benefits that may arise to hu- 
manity through stopping Loben gula's savage 
methods of warfare and refinements of cruel- 
ty.

The opinions of Radicals 
are much divided, for though they all agree 
in deriding the idea that the company shall 
have a determining voice in the future settle- 
ment, they greatly differas to what that set- 
tlement shall be. The Daily News, the Chron- 
icle, the Manchester Guardian, and the West- 
minster Gazette, each inspired by ita own co- 
terie of radical politicians, darken counsel by 
their divergent recomendations. 

Mr. Rhodes’ friends on the other hand in- 
sist that he shall be allowed to reap the re- 
ward of his own exertions. The company’s 
forces were an active factor in the campaign, 
and the claims of the company for the 
week's victories as wellas the lion’s share of 
the spoils are widely recognized. In fact, 
the Cape Government, of which Mr, Rhodes 
is Prime Minister, has formally warned the 
home authorities to limit their interference, 
and public opinion throughout South Africa, 
still smarting under the disaster of Majuba 
Hill, is exceedingly hostile to anything which 
threatens to curb colonial aspirations. In 
truth, it is not too much to say that if the 
imperial government allowed itself to be in- 
fluenced by suth detnands as those suggested 
by Mr. Labouchere large and powerful sec- 
tions of the residents of South Africa, proba- 
bly including the Cape Government, would 
avail themselves of this incident to bring 
about seceasion. 

Mr. Gladstone will have no easy task to sat- 
isfy South Africa on the one hand and his 
Radical faddist friends on the other.

Healy’s Analysis of Parnell’s Character. 

Mr. T. M. Healy has contributed to the 
Westminster Gazette a remarkable study of 
his late chieftain, Mr. Parnell. Corisidering 
how little Mr. Healy loved his leader, and 
how deep was Mr. Parnell’s contempt 
for the “gutter sparrow,’” one cannot 
but admit the absence of any 
unfairness in Mr. Heuly’s writing. The chief 
object of Mr. Healy in producing this sketch 
seems to have been to show up the supersti- 
tious side of Mr, Parnell’s character. Very 
small indeed must be the number of educated 
men who are swayed by the strange notions 
that appear to have influenced not only the 
ordinary but the greater actions of Mr. Par- 
nell’s life.

He objected to the 
spirit decanter circulating in the wrong direc- 
tion, snarled at one uf his best friends for of- 
fering to assist him to salt, and showed some- 
thing like a feeling of horror when he wit- 
nessed three candles burning on his bedroom 
table. Most people know his dislike to the 
color green, but this is the first time we have 
heard of Mr. Parnell’s pitching out of a rail- 
way carriage window the green handkerchiefs 
and smoking caps presented to him by admir- 
ing audiences who wished to honor him in the 
national color.

Paris to Tax Funerals,

for a grave of two square meters is $70 and 
an additional meter costs $200. The Coun- 
cil proposes to make the minimum charge 
$100 for two meters. 

Fight for a Corpse. 

A fight for a corpse is no uncommon thing 
in Paris. The other day foup bargees caught 
sight of a body in the Seine at the same mo- 
ment. Three ran toward the water, throwing 
off their clothes, while the fourth jumped 
fully. dressed from the bridge, seized the 
coupsé, and swam toward the shore, His 
landing was energetically opposed by the 
others, who wanted to make him share the 
profits, but he refused to compromise, as he 
desired to have the reward himself.

Interesting Suit for Libel. 

A case is now pending in French law courts 
that is of peculiar interest to American news- 
papers. The New York Tribune stated that 
Count de Sesmaison had been placed under 
the conseil. judicaire, or that his estate had 
been placed in control of the court. The 
information was inexact. His elder brother 
attempted to obtain conseil but was unsuc- 
cessful. Sesmaison sued the Brentano’s Paris 
agency, where the TJribuneis sold, and obtained 
5,000 franca’ damages and an order to adver- 
tise the judgment in eight papers. That was 
in February. Brentano appealed and the ap- 
peal is now under consideration. M. Brentano 
said today: ‘The French law allows a 
man to sue for libel any one who sells a paper 
containing it. Hundreds of women occupying 
kiosks on the boulevards would be amenable 
under the same law. I did not defend the Trib- 
une’s statement, and the paper itself printed 
a rectification immediately afterwards. I have 
appealed in. the hope of having the damages 
reduced and calling attention to the injustice 
of the law. If the judgment is applied I shall 
be unable to sell foreign newspape There 
are certain New York weekly newspapers 
which subject me to continual danger. Ses- 
maison was formerly French Minister 
Hayti. A Paris newspaper, Nouvau Monde, 
stated that he had abstracted Haytian public 
funds while there, and Sesmaisons took no ac- 
tion. The editor of this paper offered to give 
evidence for me, but it was useless, as I did 
not defend the libel. As soon as judg- 
ment was obtained Sestmaisons’ grocer 
and butcher served writs on me 
to obtain any money I might have to pay to 
him. Count de-Sesmaisons belongs to a dis- 
tinguished family, one of his relatives being a 
General. He has no address.”’ 

The Gorman Divorce Case. 

The action for divorce brought in New York 
by Mre. Samuel J. Gorman against her hus- 
band interests intensely a large class which 
frequents Chatham Henry’s and other anglo- 
American bars. Mrs. Gorman was a rich 
woman from New York, Miss Smith, before 
she married Gorman. He is said to have been 
an interpreter in the Hotel de Lathenee. He 
started the Anglo-American Bank in Paris, of 
which he was President, with a nominal capi- 
tal of $500,000. ‘Then Hunter, a compositor 
from New Jersey, attracted Mrs. Gorman’s 
attention and he became President of the 
bank. It was established in 1889, and he 
had fine offices at Chaussee d’Antin and Rue 
Meyerbeer, back of the opera. Its officers 
lived luxuriously. Hunter, who had obtained 
control of Mrs, Gorman, progecuted Hopson, 
the bank’s manager, and Gorman for divert- 
ing the bank’s money. .Gorman, who re- 
mained in America, was sentenced to ten 
years’ imprisonment and Hopson, who de- 
fended himself, was acquitted. The bank 
was closed months ago. Gorman has many 
friends here who declare that he is innocent 
of impropriety with ‘he Frenchwoman named 
in the divorce suit, and that Hunter’s conduct 
with Mrs. Gorman was disgraceful.

MOVEMENT TO REORGANIZE FORMER 
SOOIETY AGAINST IT. 


History of the Former Organization and 
What It Accomplished=Only About 25 
Per Cent of the People Took Steps to 
Abate the NuisanceeMany Valuable 

. Devices for Perfect Combustion Result- 
ed from Vigorous Prosecution of the 
Work—Fear the Cost. 


.It is reported that a movement is on foot 
looking to the rejuvenation of the Society for 
the Suppression of Smoke. The society will 
probably be reorganized with a mechanical 
engineer, if possible, of more than local rep- 
utation as chief. It is to work on the same 
general lines that the organization originally 
adopted and will attempt to interest not only 
the patriotism and civic pride of property- 
owners, but their business interests as 
well in clearing Chicago of smoke. 
In December of 1891 the newspapers took up 
the question vigorously and a meeting was 
held at the Union League club of representa- 
tives of all the clubs in Chicago. From this 
meeting sprung the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Smoke. It had five directors, who 
were leading wealthy citizens of Chicago and 
men of known probity. They orgartized an 
active force of nine men. There was the 
Secretary, who was also a general manager, a 
consulting engineer, four assistant engineers, 
a solicitor of funds,a stenographer, and an 
attorney. This force wentactively to work 
in February, 1892, For six months it worked 
upon the principle that the offenders against 
the smoke ordinance were making smoke, 
not because they wanted to, but because they 
did not know how to avoid it. 

So, forsix months between 400 and 500 
examinations were made by the engineers of 
the society of steam plants in Chicago’s busi- 
ness district that made smoke. A like num- 
ber of reports were made tothe owners of 
these plants by the consulting engineer, tell- 
ing theth how they could most effectively and 
cheaply stop smoke, In each report the num- 
ber of remedies was made as large as possible, 
so that the offender need not be narrowed 
down to one choice. 

: Obeyed by Few. 

At the end of six months it was found that 
about 10 per cent of the men to whom reports 
had been sent had donesome oneof the things 
advised to prevent smoke. A few more had 
made a slight attempt and had brought about 
some insignificant change. About 75 per cent 
weré making just as much smoke as they did 
before they were approached. It seemed clear 
that the premise that people were making 


smoke because they did not know how to stop | 


making it was not true. Accordingly the so- 
ciety faced right about and began to prose- 
cute vigorously the offenders who had been 
told how they could prevent smoke and 
who had not taken steps to prevent it. 

For a year from July, 1892,a~vigorous 
campaign was conductea by Society of 
Prosecution of Offenders inst the smoke 
ordinance. In that period over 500 suits 
were brought against owners of smoking tugs, 
locomotives, and stationary chimneys. A good 
deal was accompli smoke from 
locomotives was materially lessened. In the 
fall of 1892 the tugmen were forced to burn 
hard coal, and for the first time in its history 
the Chicago River was comparatively free 
from smoke, In the business district of Chi- 
eago the smoke nuisance was appreciably 
diminished. During the year and a half

Some important truths have beer estab- 
lished in Chicago during the last two years in 
regard to smoke prevention. The question in 
which every one is most interested is, of 
course, as to whether there is any furnace or 
device which will butn soft coal reasonably 
The first 
og of the question can be quickly answered 

the affirmative. Within 200 yards of the 
Board of Trade of Chicago can be found three 
different furnaces which are burning every 
day an average quality of soft coal without 
making any smoke to speak of. 


Some Valuable Devices. 


It 1s undoubtedly true that the agitation of 
the smoke question brought out a number of 
devices of little or no merit, but it is also 
true that it led to the development of a num- 
ber of valuable devices or systems for perfect 
combustion which is synenymious with the 
smoke abatement. The merits of the down 
draft system of combustion have been 
brought before the public and manufacturers 
of furnaces planned on this system have been 
working .to advantage. The question as 

whether soft coal can be burned 

in tlie plants of down-town buildings 
without causing dense smoke is now scarcely 
raised. The question is as regards economy 
of fuel and effectiveness of boiler service. 
The manufacturers of the best known down- 
draft furnace have apparently answered that 
question to the satisfaction of some of the 
leading business-men of the city if their sale 
list is taken as evidence. ne of the 
most recent items of collateral evidence 
on the question of economy in the 
use of a device which will cause com- 
lete combustion comes from Milwaukee. 
Board of Public Works has recommended 

the purchase of five down-draft furnaces for 
the north boiler-house at the North Point 
panving station. Ina communication to the 

Jommon Council Mr. Benzenberg tells of the 
success of the one which was placed at the 
flushing tunnel works. He says the saving 
of fuel there is $4,000 to $5,000 a year. At 

pumping works he estimates it would be 
$13,000 to $15,000 a year. 


They Hesitate at Cost. 


The first cost to the property-owner who 
eepone to equip his plant with a practical 
evice is sure to be heavy. His unwillingness 
to undergo this expense is the principal reason 
why it is so difficult torida large city of 
smoke. Smoke prevention at the present 
stage of development of furnaces is not a 
business proposition, because if he would pre- 
vent smoke the owner of the average 
steam lant must invest dollars 
which So not bring him back 
their equivalent in dollars. Another thing 
been demonstrated in Chicago, and that is 
that the fireman is a large factor in the smoke 
preventing problem. It has been shown con- 
clusively here that all the various furnaces for 
seprenteng smoke increases the labor of the 
reman and the engineer. The coal must be 
broken up in small pieces. The furnace 
must be hred lightly and frequently. The 
furnace itself must be operated with constant 
care. The average fireman fires his fur- 
nace about once in every half-hour, 
and the rest of the time he sits 
down and emokes his pipe and reads his news- 
paper. Smoke prevention means that the 
chair and the pipe andthe newspaper must 
go. Therefore the average éngineer and fire- 
man are unalterably opposed to smnoke pre- 
vention, and in many cases cannot be induced 
to use a good furnace that is given them with 
average care. They do not want the furnace 
to prevent smoke because if it does they must 
work harder. A few engineers have. been 
found also who are willing to be the paid 
agent of this or that furnace com- 
ee and recommend the furnace to

CONDITION OF DR. CORNELIVS HERZ. 


Medical Authorities Deny the Charge That 
He Is Shamming Illness. 

For months law and medicine have been 
contending over the living body of a prisoner, 
Dr. Cornelius Herz, who has been under ar- 
rest at Bournemouth, England, charged with 
offenses of a political nature against the 
French law, while the humanity that might 
have interposed in the prisoner’s behalf has 
been thrust into the background. It will be 
remembered that Dr. Herz has been reported 
by his attending physicians to be eritically ill, 
but that the charge has beeh extensively cir- 
culated that he was not reajly ijl but was sim- 
ply feigning illness with the connivance of his 
physicians to escape the penalty of 
the law. ee the condition of 
Dr. Herz Dr. William Frazer, the attendin 
ene and Drs.

The accused, much as he de- 
sires the investigation, is unable to come to Lon- 
don without grievous risk to life, or if he did 
reach Bow street and the investigation extended 
over one pearing, is unlikely to live if ramanded.

Tne British Medical Journal in a recent 
issue gave a detailed account of the case of 
Dr. Herz from a medical point of view and 
declares: 3 

For some months Dr. Herz’s condition wag so 
desperate that his death was anticipated daily. 
The patient has continued under the immediate 
care of Dr. Deane, with whom Sir Andrew 
Clark, Drs. Brunton, Ferrier, and McHardy 
have been in consultation and by whom cer- 
tificates have been from time to time fur- 
nished to the authorities detail his 
dangerous condition. Dr. Russéll Reynolds has 
twice visited ine patient at the request of the 
Home Secretary, who has therefore been kept 
fully informed concerning the medical condition 
of the prisoner. ‘ 

This is followed by a long detailed technical 
account of Dr. Herz’s malady. The Hospital, 
another English medical journal, under date 
of Oct. 21 also publishes an editorial denoun- 
cing in strong ms the insinuations of 
French papers that Dr. Herz was with the 
connivance Of his physicians shamming ill- 
ness in order to avoid a trial.

000. The government’s gold surplus fund,

notes. These are promises to pay in gold. 
The gold fund aggregates about $82,000,000, 
orlesathan 10 per centof the outstanding 
notes.

The bond was for 
$6,000, or double the amount of the 
indebtedness, and then it was signed by 
Charles E. Frankenthal, Joseph Freudentihial, 
and Henry Adler, the members of the insol- 
vent firm. This dissolved the attachments of 
the New York creditors, dismissed the garni- 
shee, Emanuel Frankenthal, and vacated 
the receivership of the American Trust and 
Savings Bank.

NEWBERRY LIBRARY LECTURE COURSE. 


Arrangements for This Season and Statis- 
tics of Last, 


The Newberry Library Center for Univer- . 
| sity Extension will begin the season’s work this 


week. Prof. Nath. Butler Jr. of the University 
of Chicago is to give six lectures on the fol- 
lowing subjects: ‘*General View of Ameri- 
can Literature,”’ “‘ Hawthorne,” “ Emerson,” 
** Longfellow,” “ Holmes,” ** Lowell.” 
George Leland Hunter, also of the University 
of Chicago, wil] give a course on “‘ Crumbling 
of the Roman Empire,” “ Life and Customs 
of the Barbarians,” “‘ The Wandering of Na- 
tions,” “The Kingdom of the Franks,” 
“Charlemagne,” “The Early Christian 
Church.” 

The amount and quality of work done last 
year are shown in the following extract from 
a report submitted by the local center tg the 
trustees of the Newberry Library: 


There were given at the Newberry Library 
Center last year twelve six-lecture courses, mak- 
ing in all seventy-two lectures, of which thirty 
were in the department of literature, eighteen in 
United States aistory, twelve in natural 
science, and six n fine arts. The 


total attendante was 13,699 persons, 


an 
average of 190 at each lecture. Of the 13,699, 
over half, or to be exact, 6.967 remained to the 
review hour. The total number of weekly papers 
written was 1,069, an average of eighty-nine for 
each course, The largest number of weekly pa- 
pers received at any course was 264, the highest 
percentage of weekly papers as compared with 
average attendance 22 per cent, and the average 
number of weekly papers for the year 8 per cent. 


| These figures show that this center, as regards 


quantity and quality of work, is at the 
head of university extension centers 
in the United 8 and keeps 
company with the the long 
established centers in England. As th 80 
here, it is believed that the weekly papers indi- 
cate with considerable precision the quality of 
work done. During a course of six lectures each 
student is expected to write at least four papers 
in answer to questions printed in the sy shee. 
The questions are based upon the subject matter 
ofthe lectures, and for the answering require 
thoughtful reading and close attention to what 
the lecturer says. Many of our best students 
have at first been rather unsuccessful in their ef- 
forts to express themselves on paper, yet their 
progress has been such as to call forth com- 
mendation from the lecturers, who have fre- 
quently volunteered the information that the pa- 
pers received from university extension students 
are guite equal, and sometimes superior, to 
those written by students in residence at the uni- 
versity.

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LAKE STREET L OPEN. 


ROAD RUNS TRAINS AND ENTER- 
TAINS MANY GUESTS. 


Will Be Ready for Business Tomorrow 
Morning — Champagne Luncheon Pro- 
vided for Yesterday's Invited Passen- 
gers=Trips Over the Road Are Success- 
fully Made=Constructien Will Be Con- 
tinued and New Stations Opened as Fast 
as Structure Shall Be Completed. 


A large man in his shirt sleeves leaned out 
of the third-story window of a Market street 
building and shook an American flag in the 
air, cheering loudly as he did so. Five hun- 
dred people congregated on the sidewalk be- 
tween Madison and Washington streets, looked 
at the object which occasioned the dig man’s 
demonstration, and some of them waved their 
hats. It was a five-car. train on the Lake 
Street “L”’ loaded with people—the train 
sent out as a signal that the road was formal- 
ly opened. The date of the opening was fixed 
for last Monday. Thedeath of Mayor Harrisou 
caused a postponement until Saturday. The 
Lake Street “‘L”’ company sent ont 3,000 
invitations to the opening. More than half 
of the recipients responded, and five trains 
were provided to carry them 

As early as 2:30 o’clock the station plat- 
form at Madison street was crowded, and the 
first train that drew in was filled in a jiffy. A 
second train backed down on the opposite 
track, and it was quickly filled. .At 8 o’clock 
the first train moved out behind a flag-bedecked 
locomotive. The train ran slowly over Lake 
street bridge, stopping at Canal street, and 
then continued at a rp pace down the 
grade to Halsted street, Four trains followed 


‘it about three minutes apart, and stopping at 


every station, all ran to Homan avenue at a 
Feat 

ing on the route wayed their hands from 
their windows. Storekeepers came out to 
look at the long promised sight. On the side 
streets a number of horses unused to the 
spectacle danced and pranced to the peril of 
their drivers. 

Retarn to Luncheon. 

At Homan avenue new engines were hitched 
on to the trains and they were hauled back, 
stopping at every station. At Canal street 
a luncheon of sandwiches, pickles, cold meats, 
and cheese, together with libera! quantities of 
champagne, was spread on improvised tables 
sheltered from keen winds by canvas 
walls. 

‘*Ten minutes stop,” the guards shouted. 
The crowd on the first train made a dash at 
the luncheon. The ey remained beside it twenty 
minutes instead of ten, while the passengers 
on the train following, which was halted 
400 feet west, wonde at the delay. 
Finally they were got aboard and the waiters 
replenished the demolished piles of sand- 
wiches and set out fresh bottles of wine for 
the next train. When the first one was ready 
to start from Canal street Lake street bridge 
turned and the guests had an See to 
see the easy working of the machinery put in 
to move it. At the Madison street station, 
which was reached at 4:20 o'clock, the pas- 
sengers on the first train listened to an im- 
promptu resolution thanking the West Lake 
street *“‘L’”’ for its efforts to give the 
West Side rapid transit. They adopted 
it with a shout and ~with three 
cheers dispersed. Many of the passengers 
were residents of the West Side. They shook 
hands and congratulated ,the officers of the 
road. Col. Alberger, General Manager, was 
at the Canal street station, which is the most 
important station on line. 

‘*T’ve worked for this result for six years,” 
said he, to men who congratulated him. 


Ready for Business Tomorrow. 


Tomorrew morning at 5 o’clock the road 
will be open to the popre- Trains of five 
cars will leave two ends of the 
road at that hour and during the 
rush hours of morning and_ even- 

will run three minutes apart. e same 
schedule will be in force after the theater. 
The rest of the time trains will be riin at in- 
tervals of five minutes. Trains will stop at 
Canal, Halsted, Ann, Sheldon streets, Ashiand 
atenue, Wood, Robey streets, Campbell, Cali- 
forria, Kedzie, and Homan avenues. The 
stations at these points are neat structures 
with large waiting rooms. At the Madison and 
Market street station the staircase is broken 
by several lands and the platform extends to 
the alley between Madison and Washington 
streets. 

The Lake street L .cars are painted the 
same color used on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road’s is yom e cars. They have broad win- 
dows and are lighted by gas, with an auxiliary 
lighting system on the sides. The seats along 
the sides are not divided by bars. as 
is the case on the Alley L cars, There 
was crowding in the seats yesterday. A block 
system has been adopted on the road and at 
Canal street, just before Lake street bridge is 
crossed, a dispatcher has been stationed. The 
company has twenty-five locomotives, which 
are named after officials and directors of the 
road and members of their families. The officers 
said yesterday that construction west of Ho- 
man avenue would be completed as rapidly as 
possible and new stations beyond that point 
would be opened as the structure was finished.

OCTOBER GRAND JURY DISCHARGED. 


It Criticises Justices of the 
Takes It Back, 

The October grand jury completed its three 
weeks’ session yesterday and was discharged. 
In dismissing the jury Judge Horton compli- 
mented it upon its work, saying that’ it had 
been the hardest-working jury he bad ever 
had anything to todo with. The jury came 
in at 12 o’clock, and Foreman Cohen handed 
the court its last batch of true bills, together 
with its final report. The jury found 282 
“true bills,’ passed to the next grand jury 
fifteen cases, and found 460 “no bills.”’ In 
the report was the following: 

The grand jury desires to call the attention of 
the Judes of the upper courts to the manner in 
which Police Justices.do business in regard 
to hold prisoners to the grand jury on minor 
charges t should be fined for disorderly con- 
duct and sent to the bridewell instead of over- 
crowding the County Jail and putting the county 
to a large expense. 

Judge Horton, commenting upon the criti- 
cism of Justices of the Peace, sai 

Gentlemen, this reference to thé Justices is un- 
deserved, and I believe you make it undera mis- 
apprehension of the facts in the case. It is the 
duty of every Justice to hold a prisoner to the 
Criminal Court when it is shown that there is 
probable cause for the belief that he or she pas 
committed a crime. Even ifa person steals but 
a loaf of bread it is larceny, and the na Juation must 
hold said person to the grand jury or violate his 
oath of office. Itis not the Justices who are to 
blame but the lawmakers, the legislators, if any 
one, 

“Well, we will take that back about the 
Justices,” said Foreman Cohen, with a smile,

Mere About Overhead Trolley Wires. 


The following from an Indianapolis paper will 
be of interest to Chicago i insurance men in view 
of the protest which is to be made by the local 
Association of Underwriters against the plan of 
the City Railway company for operating a trol- 
a system on its Clark street line: 

he’ Bell Telephone company of Boston has re- 
cently made scientific tests regarding the effect 
of electric currents upon water and gas pi in 
cities where the overhead trolley system of elec- 
tric roads is in operation, from which the prob- 
able calamities in store for such cities resulting 
from the secret destructive electric force passing 
over trolley wires may be contemplated with a 
shudder. Ithas beon found that underground 
teleplone Site are gradually and effectually 
destroyed - the heavy electric currants dis- 
charged by thege electric railways, following the 
cables and using the cable sheaths as conductors. 
Serions corrosions of the lead follow the course 
of the electrie currents wherever they leave the 
metal and pass into the moist earth or into the 
surronnding moist air of the ducts or of the man- 
boles, The destructive action of the electric cur- 
rents extend to both water and gas pipes, as well 
as all other buried metal work. It is shown that 
sooner or later in all cities where the single trol- 
ley system is in use there will be destruction of 
water and gas pipes tosuch a degree that serious 
results will follow. This is not pleasant news 
for fixe underwriters.

He 
has the most unaff manner im- 
aginable whenever he is off the 
stage. He combines with his exceptionally 
rare giftsas an actora keen insight into the 
business affairs of a theater. 2 gives far 
more attention to the details of the perform- 
ances and tothe business affairs of his com- 
pany than one would suppose. He is, as 
well, a very broad-minded and large-hearted 
man, with a grand way of doing everything 
that pertains to his business, and a simple, 
unaffected way in his social relations that 
must endear him to eee one with whom he 
comes in contact, and, although I meet him 
mostly in a business way, lam not su 
: m. that his company 
manifests such an affectionate regard for 
him. With the great nuniber of people which 
ie has in his company and the immense 
amount of scenery, properties. and baggage 
carried by the organization, there has been 
no more trouble or friction in handling the 
taphernalia than there would be in hand- 
ing the smallest. farce comedy company that 
ever played on the Columbia stage.

For Twenty-th ree and One-half Years They 
Have Been Moving from Place to Place 
in All Parts of the World=Northern 
China Considered the Most Interesting 
Country to Visit~Fascinating Scenes in 
India, Java, New Zealand, and Austra- 
lia=Mr. Richards a Chicagoan. 

“My wife and I have been traveling con- 
stantly for twenty-three and a half years,” 
said Jesse N. Richards at the Auditorium 
Annex yesterday afvernoon, “We start on 
another j and we expect to end 
our days traveling. We enjoy getting about; 
we enjoy actual travel. Most people find 
travel a task,” 

Mr. Richards, who may be taken as the 
modern prototype of the Wandering Jew, 
amassed a fortune asa member of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade from 1860 to 1870. 
He was not an operator, but an actual 
handler of grain. He had many elevators in 
different parts of the State and built the first 
floating elevator in New Orleans, Everything 
he touched seemed to turn into gold 
and in ten years he had accumu- 
lated enough to satisfy his wants. 
He retired from business, arranged his affairs 
so as to require the minimum of attention, 
then set out with his wife to enjoy life in the 
way that pleased them best. Since they first 
set out they have never paused, Once they 
staid six months in Paris, this being the long- 
est time they have ever sojourned in one 
place. Usually they stop about two weeks at 
the most, then they prefer to moveon, Mr. 
Richards’ hair and mustache are snow white, 
but his face is bronzed with exposure to all 
the climates of the earth, his eye is keen, his 
step elastic—in fact, he is the picture of 
health. He says he has never been sick a day 
afloat or ashore. He is not afraid of cholera 
or any o disease, nor has he any fear 
ofanything. As he expresses it: 

** No matter how close a place I get in I al- 
ways feel confident of getting out safely 
somehow. I feel equal to surmounting every 
obstacle,” 

Mr. and Mrs, Richards left last night for 
California, Their next move has not yet 
been decided upon, as they never make plans 
very far ° 


The World Good and Beautiful. 


“* We find the world both good and beauti- 
ful,”’ said Mr. Richards. “We also believe 
that Hindoo philosophy is correct when it 
says, if you are good the world is good. We 
have not found one person‘in the whole world 
that we think really loves evil or loves to‘do 
wicked things. I think the happiest of all 
races of people are the Africans. They seem 
to be born with more good nature than any 
other progress in what 
we is slow, which 
may or may not’be the cause of their happi- 
ness. We have met them on the Red Sea, 
on the Nile, and in South Africa. They do 
the labor in the diamond mines of South Af- 
rica, where they are obliged by the terms of 
their contract to remain cut off from the 
world for three months of each year. They 
seem to enjoy life there, as everywhere, with 
great zest. 

“| consider the most interesting country in 
the world to be Northern China. There one 
sees what a people really great will accom- 
plish in thousands of years separated from 
all other peoples. China for purposes of 


description may be classed as North 
and South China, the on line be- 
ing on the Yang-tse-Kiang River. All 


of the people who are in this country come 
from that part of China south of the Yangtse- 
kiang and reach this country from Hongkong. 
People south of the Yangteekiang live chief- 
ly on rice, with more or less fish and beans. 
One even sees dogs cats for sale in the 
markets of Canton and other cities of that 
country. The people north of the Yangtse 
kiang are larger in stature and more intelli- 

ent, They live largely upon millet. To reach 
Dertiemn China is-a three days’ trip by steam- 
er from Shanghai to Tientsin. From the lat- 
ter point one goes by houseboat three to five 


days’ journey to a place called Tong- 
chow. No steam vessel is allowed to 
go on this part of the  Peiho, 


because it is supposed the steamer would de- 
prive these house-boat people of their means 
of livelihood. At Tientsin one sees a line of 
steamers a mile long or more unloading car- 
goes, all of which are taken into the interior 
by camels. These trains of camels move like 
an endiess chain and there isno danger of 
the steamers furnishing an oversupply. 


Picturesque People of India, 


‘* Comparf§ons are said ‘to be odious, but I 
should say the next interésting country is 
India. Itis rather an idea in American so- 
ciety that the proper thing to do is to make a 
trip to Japan, but that is a great mistake. 
Japan is only a small country with some 30,- 
000,000 inhabitants, while China and India 
are vastly more imposing and beautiful both 
in people and scenery. ost people in this 
country have an idea thet the Japanese . are 
greater than the Chinese because they adopt 
without hesitation the customs and habits of 
Western nations. That, in itself, really 
proves their weakness,as no great manor 

reat nation ever changes suddenly or rapid- 


. The business done in the treaty ports of 
Jason with Europeans is all done by Chinese. 
I once asked the largest banker in Yokohama 


why he had Chinese instead of Japanese in 
the bank. He replied that the Japanese were 
not reliable. I asked if he meant that they 
were not honest. He said: ‘ No; but their 
figures cannot be depended upon.’ 

‘* T have said that India was second in in- 
terest of all the counties of the world toa 
traveler. The people are not as great as the 
Chinese, but ig are picturesque in their 
ways, and especially in their religions, The 
Hindoos are the chief people in numbers, and 
their temples and modes of worship are in- 

strange. 

** The Island of Java is interesting for a short 
trip. The vegetation there is the finest in the 
world. It rains there every day at 4 o’clock 
about an hour, and the soil 1s rich and the 
weather hot. These combine to make verdure 
of great beauty. 

‘*New Zeaiand is another interesting place 
to visit; so is Australia, One can travel in 
comfort now in nearly every part of the 
world. When I first started out traveling was 
slower and not so luxurious, but my wife and 
Isoon acquired the capacity of accommo- 
dating ourselves to circumstances and could 
sleep as soundly on the soft side of a plank as 
on 4 hair mattress.”

Of course every one knows “ Hans Breit- 
mann,” he who gavea * ay nal ” but every 
one, and the lossis theirs, does not know 
Charles Godfrey Leland, the “creator of the 
immortal **Hans.”” More will know him now 
than ever before, for he has written his * Me. 
moirs,” of which D. Appleton & Co. are the 
ee and which isa book that no one 
who wants to be entertained as. he has not 
been entertained in manya long day can af- 
ford to let go unread, 

Mr. Leland devotes a part of his preface to 
apologies for his book, but they are unneces- 
sary, and to the friends upon whose shoulders 
he puts the responsibility of their publication 
we are greatly indebted. Charles Godfrey 
Leland was born in Philadelphia, in which 
city his father was acommission merchant, 
having for a partner the father of George H. 
Baker, the poet.. Baker and Leland were 
friends from early youth, and there is much 
eoncerning him to be found in these pages. 
Mr. Leland says that he wrote his ** Memoirs”’ 
in a month, and that they were not intended 
for publication yet awhile. He wrote them to 
prove that the autobiography ofa man who 
had been born, as it were,in the dark ages, 
who had actually lived from the time when 
railroads, steamboats, telegraphs, gas, per- 
cussion caps, fulminating matches. the opera 
and omnibuses, evolution and socialism were 
quite unknown to this world, into the modern 


- age, would be of some value. 


Notwithstanding these drawbacks those 
were interesting days, but Mr. Leland cannot 
make us think .that the life of study, travel, 
and adventure that fell to his lot was the iot 
of many who were born at the same time. 
His father was well off, and the son was al- 
lowed to gratify his tastes, which were at 
once scholarly and nomadic as the gypsies 
with whom he lived in later days. He was 
always a linguist, and this gave him oppor- 
tunities in countries where others would not 
have had so good a time, 

For instance, when he went to France for 
the’first time there was an actor on board his 
ship who could not speak French and who 
eonsequently got himself into trouble in a 
pooumee. house in Marseilles. Leland, with

A “ Reverend Mephistopheles.” 


Leland knew W. H. Hurlburt, or Hurlbut, as 
he originally spelled his same, ‘having gone to 
school to his father. Of the son he says: 

Apro of Hurlbut, [ heard many years after 
in England that a certain well-known litterateur, 
who was not one of his admirers, having seen 
him seated téte-A-téte with a very notorious and 

papeecier character, remarked vege wor | 
st to think that with one pistol bullet both 
might have been settled !"’ urlbut was, even as 
a boy, very handsome witb a pale face and black 
ogee, and extremely clever, being facile princeps, 

e head of every class, extensively read, 
But there was “ascrew loose” somewhere in 
him. He was subject, but not very frequently, 
to such passion or rage that 
he literally became blind while they 
lasted. I saw him oné day in one of these 
throw his arms about and stamp on the ground 
as if unable to behold any one. I once heard a 
young lady in New York:profess unbounded ad- 
miration for him, ause ‘‘he looked so charm- 
ingly like the devil.” For many years the New 
York Heraid always Gescribed him as the Rev. 
Mephistopheles Hurlbut. There was another 
beautiful lady, who afterward died a strange and 
violent death, as ce friend of mine, an editor 
in New York, ‘both of whom narrated to me at 
very great length ‘‘a AS op te Lliad of the wild 
career”’ of this remarkable man. 


Hans Breitmanun Is Born. 


A printer, an intelligent fellow, said to him 
one day: 


“Why don’t you publish your ‘ Breitmann Bal- 
lads’? Everybody is quoting them now.” I re- 
plied: “ There is not a publisher in America who 
would accept them.” And 1 was quite right, for 
there was not. He answered: ‘‘I will print them 
for you.” lIacceptedthe offer, but when the 
were set up an idea occurred to me by which 
could save my friend his expenses. I went to a 
publisher named T. B. Peterson, who said effect- 
ively this: “ The book will not sell more than a 
thousand copies. There will be about a thousand 
people who will buy it even for 50 cents, so I 
shail charge that, though it would be, as books 
go, only a 25-cent work.”’ Hetook it and paid 
my friend for the composition. I was not to re- 
ceive any money or share in the profits until all 
the ex ses had n paid. 

Mr. Peterson immediately sold 2,000—4,000— 
I know not how many thousands—at 50 cents a 
copy. It was republished in Canada and Aus- 
tralia to my loss. An Américan publisher who 
owned a magazine asked me, through his editor, 
to write for it a long Breitmann poem. I did so, 
mak however, an explicit verbal arrange- 
ment at it should not be aa pasnpeaeped as a book. 
It was, however, immediately republished as 
such, with a ti tle to “ effect that it was the 
“ Breitmann Ballads.” TEsow t to the editor 
and it was withdrawn, bat now not how many 
were issued to my loss. 


A Modest Poet. 


Mr. Leland seems to think less of his Breit- 
mann ballads than of his text books of man- 
ual os or any other of his books, and he 
writes of them with great modesty : 


Hans Breitmanh became a type. I never heard 
of but one German who ever reviled the book, 
and that was a Democratic editor in Philadel- 
phia. But the Germans themselves recognized 
that the pen which poked fun at them was no 
poisoned stiletto. Whenever there was a grand 
German procession Hans was in it—the indomit- 
able old Degen hung with loot—and he appeared 
in every fancy ball, Nor were the Confederates 
offended. One of the most genial, searching, and 
erudite reviews ot the work, which appeared in a 
Southern magazine (De Bow’s) declared that I 
had truly written the Hudibras of the Civil War. 
What struck this writer most was the fact 
that I had opened a new field of humor. And 
here he was quite right. With the exception of 
Dan Rice’s cireus song of “ Der Goot Oldt Sher- 
man Shentlemah,”’ and a rather flat parody of 
* Jessie, the Flower of Dunbiane,”’ I had never 
seen or heard of specimen of Anglo-German 
poetry. To be merely original in language is not 
to ened in everything—a fact eeey yeneceey ig- 
nored—else my Pidgin- English allads would 
take precedence of Tennyson’s poems! On the 
other hand, very great poets have often not made 
a new form. e Yankee type, both as regards 
spirit and language, has become completely com- 
mon and familiar in prose and my ry, fore 
Lowell revived itin the clever Big apers, 
Bret Harte’s “ Heathen Chinée,” and several oth- 
er ms are, however, both original and admir- 
able. Whatever the merits or demerits of mine 
were—and it was years ere ever gave 
them a thought—the public, which is always 
eager for something new, took to them at once. I 
say that for years I never gave them a thought. All 
of the principal poems, except the ** Barty’ and 
* Breitmann as a Politician,’’ were merely written 
to fill up letters to C. A. Bristed of New York, and 
I kept no copies of them—in fact, utterly forgot 
them. ** Weingeist”’ was first written in a letter to 
a sister of Capt. Colton, with the remark that it 
was e rite such a ballad than any prose. 
But Bri blished them & mon insuina 
sport . Years after | learned that I pub- 
lished itmann’s, Sermon” in Leslie's 
Magazine. This | have never recovered. If I 
write so much about these poems now, I certainly 
was not vain of them when written, The public 
found them out long before I did, and it is not 
very often that it gets ahead of a poet in appre- 
ciating his own works. 


Dining with Tennyson. 


Mr. Leland was in this country durmg the 
Civil War and took an active part in its bat- 
ties, the description of which is not the least 
interes part of the book. In 1870 he re- 
turned to Europe, where he has spent most of 
his time since. The first time he met Tenny- 
son was at a dinner at Lady Franklin’s:

a | say, Mr. Carlyle,” I exclaimed with .rising 
wrath, “that I consider that in all historical 
judgments you are influenced only by the melo- 
dramatic and theatrical.” 

A grim smile as of admiration came over the 
stern old face. Whether he really felt the justice 
of the hit I know not, but he was evidently 
pleased at the manner in which it was delivered, 
and it was with a deeply reflective and not dis- 
wigneed air spat he rep ied, still in Scotch: 

* Na. ipa. I "m nae thot.” 

It was the terrier who had ferociously attacked 
the lion, andthe lion was charmed. From that 
instant he was courteous, compenionable, and af- 
fable, and talked as if we had been long ac- 
quainted, and as if he liked me. 

It needs no more to prove the entertaining 
quality of Mr. Leland’s “Memoirs.” It may 
be trite to say, itis true, but ‘ there is not a 
dull page in the book.”

TRYING TO MEXICANIZE CHICAGO, 

By a resort to fraud, force, and bribery, 
the Democratic bosses tried to prevent the 
election of an acting Mayor at the special 
meeting of the Council held yesterday, They 
failed in their object because some of those 
whom they thought they had corrupted, 
weakened, and George B. Swift was legally 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Mayor Harrison. 

The Council chamber has been the scene of 
many riotous and disorderly proceedings, but 
the sc2one enacted yesterday by. the Demo. 
crats, who sought to seize the Mayoralty, is 
the most disgraceful ever witnessed. there and 
the must scandalous in the history of Chicago. 
There was no regard for law, ‘order, or civic 
decency. Under the leadership of Ald. 
John McGillen, Chairman, of the Dem- 
ocratic County Campaign ¢ommittee, and 
Reading Clerk John G, Neuntgister, who has a 
record in such proceedings, the Democratic 
minority of thirty tried to usurp the functions 
of the majority of thirty-eight ana to conduct 
the proceedings at their own sweet will; Every 
step in the Democratic program was taken in 
defiance of every rule of parlianrentary law. 

Reading Clerk Neumeister called Mr. Me. 
Gillen to the chair onthe motion of / a. Pow- 
ers and refused to entertain the mo fon of the 
majority that Ald. Hepburn be calJed upon to 
| preside. McGillen, in defiance of the protest 
of the majority, assumed the chair and acted 
in a high-handed and lawless manper through- 
out. He ignored proper motions made by Ald. 
Madden, Ald. Swift, and other Republican 
members of the Council. When his decisions 
were appealed from he ignored the appeals and 
ruled in the interests of his own candidacy for 
Mayor. His creature, Neumeister, exceeded 
his instructions, assaulted Ald. Hepburn, the 
Chairman named by the majority, and had 
the brazei effrontery to snatch out of his 
hand a proper resolution handed up by Ald. 
Swift and tear it into pieces, to the disgust 
even of the few decent members of his own 
party present. 

In order to shield certain treacherous Re- 
publicans McGillen insisted that the vote for 
the eleetion of Mayor should be by ballot, 
ignoring and ruling out a proper resolution 
offered by Ald. Madden that the vote should 
be by open ballot, a proposition which was 
supported by the majority.. Finally, when 
Ald. Swift was elected Mayor, by a clear legal 
majority in the opinion of such able lawyers 
as ex-Corporation Counsel Miller and Ald. 
Tripp, who is a Democrat, McGillen at- 
tempted to decide that there was no election 
and called for a second ballot. This was 
more than the Republican majority could 
stand and they withdrew, all thirty-eight of 
them, from the Council ehamber, and Mc- 
Gillen was obliged to adjourn his rump 
Council until Monday at 11 o'clock. 

But the most disgraceful feature of the pro- 
ceedings remains to be noted. and that is the 
bribery of three, if not four, of the weak- 
kneed Republican Aldermen to assist the mi- 
nority in their schemes of usurpation and pos- 
sible plunder. The secret ballot protects the 
three creatures who proved recreant to their 
party from publicexposure. They now shrink 
from the consequences of their own treason and 
perfidy and went into the Republican caucus 
last evening to procizim their loyalty and 
to pledge themselves, if necessary, in order to 
confirm the election of Ald. Swift as Mayor 
pro tem., to vote an open ballot for him at 
the next meeting of the Council. 

In the meantime, acting under instructions 
from the political bosses, the Commissioner 
of Public Works and the Superintendent of 
Police brazenly and lawlessly have taken pos- 
session of the City Hall and proclaimed their 
intention to ignore the authority of Mayor 
Swift, even though he should be sworn into 
office. Fortunately for the city and the cause 
of law and order and public decency, Mr. 
Swift will not press his claim to act as Mayor 
until such time as even partisan Democrats 
will admit his authority and his right to act. 

The usurpation of yesterday was attempted 
in the interest of the Democratic county 
ticket. It was managed by the Chairman of 
the Democratic County committee, who was 
the usurping Chairman of the meeting and the 
candidate of the ‘gang and the corruptionists 
for Mayor. Tue Trisunz is greatly mis- 
taken in the temper of the people of this city 
if such gross and outrageous misconduct is 
not properly tebuked at the polls next Tues- 

| day. The attempt to Mexicanize Chicago will

THE TRIAL OF PRENDERGAST. 

The murderer of Mayor Harrizon will be ar- 
raigned for trial Monday before Judge Dunne, 
It is stated that he has not hired a lawyer as 
yet. If he does not get one the Judge will 
have to assign him counsel. The lawyer given 
to Prendergast, if he does not provide himself 
with one, should be a good man who will do 
his duty by the client thrust upon him, but 
not one who will think it incumbent upon 
himself to resort to all the technicalities of 
the law and its myriad facilities for delay. 

The people of Chicago do not want the trial 
of Prendergast to be like that of Guiteau. 
They do not want it to be tracted indef- 
initely and to see weeks spent im the effort to 
get an ignorant jury. There will be no diffi. 
culty about getting an impartial one in a day. 
The only question to be settled is whether the 
defendant is responsible for hie act. That he 
killed the Mayor is unquestioned. That the 
act was causeless is not denied, It makes no 
difference how much a juror may have read 
about the crime or what he may have said re. 
garding it. As the defense will be insanity all 
that the juror will have to determine is 
whether Prendergast was so unbalanced in 
mind that an insane asylum is the place for 
him, or whether, though mentally weak, he 
knew tne difference between right and wrong 
and knew he was doing wrong when he shot 
the Mayor, and hence ought to be hanged. 

When a man tries to get off on a plea of in- 
sanity his counsel generally hires a number 
ofexperts to swear that he is crazy. The 
State hires a number to swear that he is not, 
The lawyers study up on insanity and make a 
bewildering parade of scientific knowledge in 
the cross-examinations. The jurors are no 
wiser at the end than they were at the begin- 
ning. There is no necessity for any battle of 
experts on this occasion. If it is claimed 
by the defense that Prendergast is 
insane then the court can call in one or two 
men who havea reputation as alienists, and 
direct them to examine the pripenee and -_ 
their conciusions to the jury 
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enable counsel to study up the case, There is 
no reason why it should not. be commenced 
tomorrow and brought to a prompt conclu-

THE MEN WHO MADE THE FAIR, 
The time has come when the proper credit 
should be given the men who have contributed 
their time, their labor, and their ability to 


make the World’s Columbian Exposition the 


most conspicuous success“ ever Khown in the 


history of similar undertakings. All the other 
details of the Fair are wéll known. They have ' 


been recorded from day to day by the press 
of Chicago with remarkable accuracy. Sum- 
maries of the great work and statements of 
everything directly and indirectly connected 
with it have been made, In the files of these 
papers all the materials requisite to a com- 
plete history of the Fair may be found, both 
official and unofficia!, In taking leave of the 
White City it is only necessary now to briefly 
mention the names and commemorate the 
services of those who stand conspicuous as 
‘the organizers and workers contributing to 
the unprecedented success of the colossal 
undertaking. 

At the very beginning of the movement to 
organize the Columbian Exposition Mr. E. F. 
Cragiu was one of the most active spirits. He 
was enthusiastic when the business-men of the 
city had little confidence. Mr, Cregier also 
did good work at the beginning, and though 
neither of these men figured conspicuously 
after the Exposition had taken shape they are 
entitled to credit for their efforts in the pre- 
liminary stages. When the Finance commit- 
tee, under the auspices of its Chairman, Ly- 
man J, Gage, entered upon the work of ob- 
taining subscriptions, it will be remembered 
that the contributions reached the sum of 
$2,500,000, and then the work halted, It 
was a critical time. It did not seem poasible 
to get further ahead with the project, In 
this emergency Otto Young came forward 
and saved the subscription, He set forth his 
scheme to Mr. Gage and confidently declared 
the necessary amount could be raised. The 
matter was putinto his hands and he was 
given three months’ time. He systematized 
the scheme with the utmost thoroughness, ap- 
pointed his committees and subcommittees, 
made them work, and by persona! application 
raised the required five millions, . 

The name that next occurs is that of Mr. 

Lyman J. Gage, the first President and a di- 
rector all through the World’s Fair period. 
Unfailing deference was paid to his judgment, 
and his advice always was followed, the result 
in every case testifying to his business sagaci- 
ty and foresight. Mr. Gage also had much to 
do with the defeat of the foolish scheme to lo- 
cate the Fair in the pond east of the Lake- 
Front, which would have been fatal te its suc- 
cess. Mr. Jeffery, now President of the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande railroad, also was one of 
the wisest and most useful of the active direct- 
ors. He went to France and wrote an admir- 
able report of the Paris Exposition, which. 
with the maps, drawings, plans, specifications, 
and photographs he brought back formed a 
basis of inestimable value for obtaining infor- 
mation as tothe details of the great work. 
Mr. Jeffery also opposed with great earnest- 
ness and vigor at the Loard meetings the Lake- 
Front pond location, Mr. Thomas B. Bryan 
is entitled to great. credit for his effective 
work ail through the Exposition period, 
especially for his labors in Washington and at 
Springfield, his eloquent and forcible presen-'’ 
tation of the claims of Chicago as the best 
locality for the Fair, and his mission to Eu- 
rope to promote foreign exhibits. Mr. Ferd- 
inand Peck has Werked hard and faithfully 
from first to last. Although hé faltered on 
the location of the buildings and seemed at 
first tofavor the Lake-Front, on the final test 
he voted right, and from that time to 
the close the Fair had no more effici- 
ent worker; no one realized its pos- 
sibilities more clearly. President Higin- 
botham also deserves a full measure 
of praise for the responsible and laborious 
part he has played. He had his own immense 
private business to look after, but spared the 
time to attend to the Fair business and per- 
formed his part ably and well. Mr, George 
R. Davis, the Director-Genera] of the Fair, 
occupied a position of peculiar responsibility 
and more than once had to stand between the 
national and local authorities, He has been a 
busy man for nearly three years, and whether 
considering his work at Washington or his 
work here it is proper to claim that no man 
could have done more or done it better 
or have given greater satisfaction 
to the heterogeneous population of the White 
City with whom he came officially in contact, 
William T. Baker, President, succeeding Mr. 
Gage, labored for eighteen months in behalf 
of efficiency and economy. He fought waste 
and extravagance from first to last. He re. 
sisted the profligate expansion of the dead- 
head and high-salaried ornamental brigades. 
Had his advice been followed a cool million 
of expenditure would have been saved without 
in'the least degree impairing the efficiency, 
grandeur, or success of the Fair. He made 
relentless war on the parasites and henchmen 
fastened upon the funds of the Fair 
by favoritism, pressure, and love of 
patronage. He found it a thankless task 
however, to resist the tendency of exfreme 
generosity in disbursing other people’s 
money, and tired out with the effort to pre- 
vent the greedy grabbing going on sround 
him, resigned his place. Mr. Edwin Walker 
has rendered most important service as the 
legal representative of the board, He has 
been a wise and sagacious adviser. 

Coming to the material construction of the 
Fair, the names of three men stand out prom- 
inently. The lamented John Root did not 
live to see the outcome of his earnest, enthu- 
siastic, and loving work or the fruitage of his 
artistic ideas and designs, but the whole 
White City was his memorial, testifymg elo- 
quently to his exquisite taste, his love 
of the beautiful, and his graceful con- 
ceptions. With that city his name 
will. be connected indelibly, That 
magician of land and water and that past- 
master of landscape art, Frederick Law Olm- 
stead, who conceived a vision of ethereat 
beauty where common eyes only saw melan- 
choly gray sand dunes and hopeless swamps, 
must have a large share of credit for the love- 
liness of the grounds. The basins, lagoons, 
and the Wooded Island all testify to his artis. 
tic skill. The hardest worked man and the 
one who had the most to show for his work 
was Mr. Burnham, the architect who super- 


vised the work of construction, He 
was the Hercules of the Ex- 
position. He spared no expense. 


He laid out millions, but he built beautifully 
and marvelously fast. He fought and resisted 
successfully tne elements, blizzards, down- 
pours, snow-storms, and cyclones combined in 
vaintodownhim. He had the White City open 
on time. He commanded the services of ex- 
pert artists and architects and influenced 
tnem to work in harmopy, The fame of the 
city which he built will last forever. In the 
very important matter of managing the con- 
cessions Messrs. Lefens and Nathan have 
performed most important work for the Fair. 

The list of those who have performed con- 
spicuous service for the Fair would not be 
complete without the name of Mrs. Potter 
Arita; a eegnntenl Gat eetee tenet 
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tact, and gracious contact with all. . The new 
Woman’s Building will be a fitting tribute to 
the success of her work. It goes without say- 
ing that numerous others might be mentioned 


-who have helped to make the Fair a success, 


but their names would be legion, for. all Chi- 
cago worked for it, in season and out of sea- 
san. Thosé already mentioned are thoxe who 
have borne the heat and burden of the day. 


All honor to them. 


FIRST 4 ‘AID TO THE INJURED. 

The . meeting to be held at 8 o’clock this 
evening in Recital Hall, Auditorium Building. 
is for an object that should enlist the sympa- 
thy and active codperation of thousands of our 
citizens. The Chicago Women’s club will 
undertake the organization of a society for the 
promotion of “first aid to the injured.” Its 
members hope to interest the people in a com- 
plete and systematic ambulance service which 


will help to diminish the suffering and death | 


normally following accidents, especially those 
in the streets of this city. 

The poli¢e ambulance service has done 
good work, but is inadequate to the task. The 
number of yehicles equipped for aid to the in- 
jured is far from large enough for efficiency 
over the whole area, and there is a crying 
need for better knowledge of their duties by 
many of the officers on the force. They are 
unable or unwilling to discriminate between 
the results of disease and intoxication, and not 
seldom have jumped to the conclusion that 
strong drink was the causeof a fall when alco- 
hol had nothing to do with it. Hence deaths 
have occurred in cells into which the unfortu- 
nates had been thruat to sleep off a supposed 
debauch, when a fatal result might have been 
averted by the timely calling of a physician. 
Accidents occurring from falling timbers, 
collisions, runaways, etc., sometimes are fol- 
lowed by unnecessarily severe consequences 
because intelligent aid was not rendered in 
time, Occasionally the victims have died on 
the way to the hospital, and in other cases a 
life-long affliction has resulted from careless- 
ness or undye delay in attending to the wants 
of the sufferer. 

Greater efficiency in this department of ef- 
fort is one of our most urgent needs. It is 
proposed ta provide it by an organization 
similar to what has been effected in several 
other cities. The proposed work will include 
a short course of lectures by which people 
who have had no medical education will learn 
what is bestito be done when accidents occur. 
The instruction is to be as free from technical- 
ities as possible, and illustrated by 
object lessons. This instruction is to 
be furnished to members of the socie- 
ty, and it is hoped to enlist the 
interest of policemen and firemen, to the ex- 
tent of indu¢ing them to obtain a knowledge 
of what should be done in cases of accident. 
The aims of the society should include an in- 
crease in the number of ambulances so that 
one of them will be within easy distance from 
any part of the city, a providing of necessary 
supplies ready for emergencies, dnd a wide 
spreading of the information where appliances 
for relief may be found when wanted, The 
care of the society will be extended to rail- 
road trains, which will be supplied with 
hampers containing remedies for accidental 
injuries and’ appliances for extricating pas- 
sengers from} wrecks on the rail. 

The present timelis especially opportune for 
undertaking this work, as the organization 
will have the advice and assistance of Dr. 
Gentles and the gentlemen who have been as- 
sociated with him in caring for those injured 
by accidents at the World’s Fair. The work 
done by them the last six months well may 
serve as a model for philanthropic provisions 
all over the city for rendering “ first aid tothe 
injured.” The field of effort is one in which 
often ‘‘an otince of prevention is worth more 
than a pound of cure,’’ as each year it will save 
many valuable lives that without such care 
would be lost-as a result of accidents for which 
the victims would be in no way responsible, 


EXPERIMENTAL PSYCHOLOGY 
| FAIR. 


AT THE 


One of the most interesting departments 
of science at the Fair and one the value 
of which is least understood by the av- 
erage visitor was that of the new psychology. 
The principal exhibit was in the Anthropo- 
logical Building and was gathered by Prof. 
Joseph Jastrow of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. It contained a working laboratory in 
which a series of tests for sense and memory 
have been offered to such visitors in the build- 
ing as chose to make the experiments. There 
was an exhibition of graphic charts showing 
results of modern researches in a way that 
can be readily appreciated by the eye and an 
anthropological library of books and period- 
ica]s. 

The best display of apparatus was that of 
instruments for gauging sight, muscle sense, 
and color sense,and for demonstrating the 
laws of reaction—time and other special 
psycho-physidal principles. There were sev- 
eral fine instruments for graphic recording, 
including the kymograph of Ludwig, and two 
chromoscopes adapted to measure hundredths 
of asecond and capable of being made to 


record thousandths of a second, There were. 


special **‘ machines” for measuring force and 
rapidity, and others for measuring direction, 
locality, and symmetry. Among the exhibits 
of the University of Pennsylvania and the 
German universities were appliances for 
color mixing, which regulate the amount 
of surface of each disk exposed dur- 
ing the rotation of the wheel, this 
being effected by means of a_ spiral 
interlocking . arrangement of concentric 
tubes. There were instruments for color con- 
trast, for measuring tone and power, and the 
fine simple sense-test appliances exhibited by 
Prof. Jastrow, It is possible that the results 
of the tests made at the Fair will be pub- 
lished, though the conditions under which 
they were*made did not favor scientific ac- 
curacy so much as they were of great edu- 
éative value to the persons making them. 
With them (or perhaps without them) will be 
published ‘more accurate results of tests made 
with the apparatus at different colleges on 
groups of students previous to the opeaing of 
the Fair. 

Other and smaller collections of similar 
apparatus were displayed in different parts of 
the Fair. The “‘ Deutsche Gessellechaft fur 
Mechanik und Optik ” displayed ia the Elec- 
trical Building, and a group under the head of 
Psychophysics in the German educational ex- 
hibit in the Liberal Arts Building were note- 
worthy as containing many pieces in common 
use by the few investigators but strange to 
the multitude. The latter contained an ap- 
paratus designed for mixing the spectral 
colors, after Helmholtz. Smaller separate 
exhibits were made by the University of Penn- 
sylvania in its general exhibit and by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in the Illinois State Build. 
ing. '

The suggestion is made that the grand court 
of the Manufactures and Liberai Arts Build. 
ing be placed on the Lake-Front, just south 
of Randolph street.

The engineers state thatthe | 
cost of taking down the grand court and re- 
erecting it on the Lake-Front with walls of 
brick or some other permanent material and a 
permanent roof of glass and iron will not ex- 
ceed $540,000.

If the Chicagoans are in 
favor of the project it can and will be carried 
out. If they are notin favor of it then the 
project will not go through. For the purpose 
of giving its reacers a chance to express their 
views on this subject with the least trouble 
Tux Trrsvns printed yesterday and today and 
will print for several days a petition, with 
blanks for name and address, calling on the 
Council to secure the Manufactures Building 
and place it on the Lake-Front, paying for the

There is much in this proposition to com- 
mend it to Chicagoans. One of those mag- 
nificent structures which have won the ad- 
miration of the world will be preserved sub- 
stantially, instead of being handed over to the 
wreckers, and the city will secure an enof- 
mous edifice, which will be useful ag well as 
ornamental. It will furnish abundant room 
for annual expositions, conventions, and 
grand public meetings, and could be employed 
for many other purposes as well, The city al- 
ways has needed some such building, and 


should not neglect a good opportunity to get 
one, 

It is for the people to say whether this is 
the time. If they think the Lake-Front should 
be left free from buildings, if they think that 
the one it is proposed to erect will cover too 
much ground, or that the cost of erecting it 
and making it available for use will be greatly 
in excess of the estimates of the engineers, 
orif they do not think the Council has the 
power to use thé stock dividends in the man- 


ner proposed, they will not sign the petition 
coupons THe Txrseuns prints for their use. 
If they favor the project they will sign them 
and send them to the address given. 

Thus the promoters ot this plan will be able 
to feel the public pulse. They will know 
whether they have a large popular backing. 
With it they can go forward hopefully. With- 
out it their prospects of success will be small. 


| The Modern Drama. 

At his recent reception by the Twentieth Cent- 
ury club Mr, Irving is reported as saying that the 
best argument.for the authorship of the Shaks- 
pearean plays by the actor Shakspeare lies in the 
fact that they can be pat on the stage precisely 
as they are written, without one change being 
necessary ; that this has never been accomplished 
at any time by any purely literary author; and 
that a personal and thorough knowledge of the 
stage and acting is absolutely necessary to pro 
duce successful masterpieces of stage art. That 
this statement of the requirements for dramatic 
authorship is true the whole history of dramatic 
literature proves; and the number of changes 
“ Becket” has received from his own hands in 
order to make it a good acting play may be cited 
as one more illustration. 

In reading the original version, as it appears in 
Tennyson's poems, one has the feeling that the 
main portions of the play are not well fused to- 
gether; the Becket story and the Fair Rosamund 
story seem like distinct compositions added to- 
gether, rather than like one harmonious whole; 
also the interest centers rather more than it 
should in Henry and rather less than it should in 
Becket. Both of these difficulties vanish in Mr. 
Irving’s adaptations and rearrangements of the 
text. Just what these changes are any one may 
see who will be at the pains to compare the orig- 
inal drama with the book of the play, the point 
of greatest interest being the evidence furnished 
that dramatic power is not identical with play- 
writing power. Lord son had the dramatic 
instinct, or at least the ambition to be counted a 
dramatist, as is shown by his turning to dramatic 
composition late in life, when his fame ag the 
greatest of living English lyrists had 
been long established. But the writer 
of plays, however great his genius, 
does not produce great dramas unless he have 
also a knowledge of the practical requirements 
of the stage—as Shakspeare had, as Moliére had, 
as in some degree all the great names in dra- 
matic literature have had. Tennyson had it — 
but disarmed criticism in dedication o 
* Becket” by saying that it was “ not intended s 
its present form to meet the exigencies of the 

modern stage.” That these exigencies are no 
longer unsatisfied will be questioned by no one 
who has seen the play during its recent presenta- 
tion in Chicago. 

Lovers of the drama of late years have seen 
much to deplore in its present aspect and future 
prospects.

anti-republicanism in their epinions. It would 
have been an impossibility fora Western Presi- 
dent to have nominated a Van Alen as our for- 
eign Ambassador. Thereis not a shadow of a 
doubt as to the hostility of our great Atlantic 
cities to the location of the Columbian Fair at 
Chicago, simply, I think, forthe reason that our 
seaboard friends believed the Western States 
lacked the culture, the business ability, and the 
finer feelings of human nature toerect and run 
toa successful conclusion a great Columbian 
Fair. Chauncey Depew sneered at the idea. 
It would, he said, turn out as great a 
failure as ifthe Paris fair had been held 
at Lyons. Hardly an Eastern paper proved to be 
a friend to the Fair. The Eastern trunk lines 
showed the Fair no favors. Yet, after the Fair 
had proved to be the greatest the world had seen, 
a few train-loads of Gothamites, supplied with 
free railroad passes (the truth), came out Man- 
hattan day, glorified New York and themselves, 
took all the eredit'for éverything that they could 
steal, and started home again to raise a few more 
dollars to help finish the Grant monument. Ont 
of 50,000 Manhattan day souvenir tickets fur- 
nished at an expense of $1,100 to the Fair, it 
is stated that 680 were spid in New York; 
or a loss of $420 in the printing of them. 
These may all seem small matters to mention in 
connection with the removal of the Capitol, but 
they show that the Capitol is located amidst in- 
fluences that are notin harmony with the senti- 
ment of a majority of the American people. Wea 
know this influence has a vast influence in shap- 
ing legislation, and we do knew that that feeling 
of republican simplicity, so absolutely necessary 


‘to foster and protect republican” institutions, 


does mainly abide west of the Alleghanies. The 
influence of European traditions and aristocratic 
conditions has a powerful hold on the vast ma- 
jority of influential and wealthy Eastern families, 
many of whom are already allied to the nobility 
of Europe and hordes of others sighing for sim- 
ilar alliances. It was not to be expected that the 
Astors, the Van Alens, the Vanderbilts, and the 
whole circle of the 400 and their like would do 
else than sneer at the ambition of the West to 
locate the Fair at their great metropolis, and 
having done so trust in Chicago energy to make 
ita grand success. Thanks to the missionary 
work of those who came to ‘the Fair it became 
the great success, and to no other cause can that 
success be attributed.

The 
“ White City” will vanish, but Chicago has 
acquired the benefit of it in entering upon a new 
character. It has surprised ¢verybody by the 
amount of its contributions to the Fair and by 
its own recognition of what was required 
by it. People havé said universally what 
Cesar said about his campaign in Gaul, 
“Venj, Vidi, Vici.” Chicago comés out 
World’s’ Fair with a greatly en- 
hanced reputation, and has gained a certain in- 
tellectual and moral momentum prog _baing the 
Mecca of Amerioa for. 1893. While the whole 
country bas been benefited by the Fair in a 
thousand ways ple have gone home with new 
impressions of the middle part of this country, 
and of the power and strength .which our great- 
est inland city has manifested when called upon 
to rise up to the greatnéss of a single oppor- 
tunity. Chicago has gpined greatly io’an appre- 
ciation of its best qualities, and the tragic death 
of its world-known Mayor has mellowed its de- 
served fame with an almost universal sorrow.

by the railroad company in the vicinity'in the 
shape of the pay of e station — the people 
about the depot. the section hands, and the like. 
In fact the community began to get its money back 
about the time the train star with the excur- 
sionists for Chicago. In Chicago, outside of the 
admission to the Fair, ttié principal outlay was 
for food, for beefsteaks that not long before their 
consumption were walk.ng around in Missouri 
pastures; for pork that squealed aforetime in 
Missouri pens; for flour in various shapes that 
was ground in Missouri mills.

Market conditipns are if anything on the 
way to improvement. A number of sources 
of loanable money supply which have been 
closed for months have been reopened anda 


_pumber of important loans are reported. The: 


most remarkable feature of the market is the 
report of acre operations in the Northwest. 
Acrés and especially acres northwest of the 
city have not been heard from for some time. 
The work of developing manufacturing points 
around the city promises to be renewed and 
the projectors and promoters of existing in- 
dustrial points claim to be satisfied with the 
outlook. Dealers in subdivision property re- 
some demand from actual home buyers. 
A lease which was announced early last 
week is of especial interest in view of the 
feeling which prevails that the supply of of- 
fice buildings is far in excess of the demand 
for offices. South Dearborn street has during 
the last two or three years been a favored 
field with projectors of high office 
structures. Not long ago the two 
blocks between Jackson and Harrison streets 
were considered away out of the business dis- 
trict. They are now lined by the Monod- 
nock, the Monon, the Caxton, the Pontiac, 
the Boylston, the Old Colony, the Manhat- 
tan, the Como, and the Ellsworth Buildings. 


- Allofthese are pretentioue~structures, and 


with few exceptions have been planned 
exclusively for office -— purposes. A 
of the later’ structures have 
been erected in face of the fact that 
there was considerable vacant store room on 
the street. The origin of the supply of office 
tenants has always been a sort of mystery to 
renting agents. When the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Chicago Opera-House Build. 
ings were erected many of the best informed 
agents made positive predictions that the of- 
fices could never be kept tenanted. 
buildings were located in what was then’ at 
least the office center of the city. It is né 
wonder that the same agents have consideréd 
that South Dearborn street is being overbuilt 
when a supply of offices has been furnished in 
two blocks four or five times as great as that 
furnished by the Chamber of Commerce and 
Opera-House Buildings combined. The 
none depth of lots fronting 
Dearborn street adapts them for 
office building purposes, but aside from this 
there are gue # few points in which it ex- 
cels other parallel streets. The erection of 
the South Dearborn street buildings has done 
a great deal to classify office tenants into two 
divisions. The tenants of the Monadnock 
Building. for example, represent one class, 
while those of the Title and Trust Building 
and of the Venetian Building may be taken as 
representative of the second class. The peo- 
ple who by the nature of their business are 
forced to in touch with the heart of the 
city fill the down-town buildings and by the 
force of competition drive out the 
tenants whose business requires large area 
rather than immediate proximity to the retail 
districts or the courts. The offices in the 
buildings in the business center are filled with 
lawyers, doctors, real estate men, stock brok- 
ers, and local insurance agents. Railroad 
companies, printing establishments, repre- 
sentatives of mining and manufacturing 
interests, and general agencies find quarters 
in the South Dearborn street structures. 
Railroad corporations are among the prom- 
inent tenants of Monadnock Building, gener- 
al agencies of insurance companies are liber- 
ally represented in the tenantry of the Man- 
hattan, while trade journals have their quar- 
soe Ne nearly all of the buildings on the 


The Ellsworth Building, a thirteen-story 
brick structure, has béea ready for tenants 
for ome time and has served with the Man- 
hattan Building to bear out the argu- 
ment that the supply of offices is in 
excess of the demand. By a lease closed last 


week the Chicago and Eastern [Illinois Rail- 


way company and more or less closely allied 
corporations take five floors, or something 
like 18,000 square feet of space. Besides the 
nrmwgre company the Brazil Block Coal com- 

the Minnesota Iron company, the Indi- 
anh wThlook Coal ¢ompany, and the Chicago 
Union Transfer company will move into the 
building Jan. 1. The renting of five floors 
alone will go a long way toward solving the 
disposal of even a thirteen-story office build- 
ing. Toa man who occupied an office suite 
with something like 200 or 300 feet of a 
space and whose business depends on bei 
close to the corner of State and Mad ory 
streets as possible, the question 
of rental rates is insiguificent. 
To corporations which rent by the 1,000 feet 
the rates which can be made * locations 
where land values “~ comparatively low are 
proving attractive. Next year will demon- 
strate whether the city is overbuilt or not and 
will in all probability bring out the fact that 
the increase in office tenants is fully ahead of 
the growth of the city.

But it was only a little while before he 
heard the voice that called him to his su- 
premely beautiful decorative work, and by 
that work he made himself famous, striking 
in everything he has done the keynote of re- 
finement. It is written of him that “‘ he relied 
absolutely upon his own judgment; no one 
but his model came into his studio when he 
was at work; no visitor, indeed, was till of 
late years allowed at any time inside his 
studio door, and even his pupils worked in a 
separate toom, which he visited periodically. 
There was with him none of that artistic care- 
lessness which permits to professional friends 
the free entry of the working-room, and the 
free and outspoken criticism of the work in 
progress. If he had encouraged anything of 
the sort he was much too self-reliant to have 
derived anything from it but irritation; for 
when he had once begun a picture he had al- 
ready thoroughly considered it, and had men- 
tally sechemed out even minor accessories.”’

QUEER OLD WATCHES. 


ONCE KEPT TIME FOR GREAT MES, 
BUT ARE NOW IN OHIOAGO. 


One of Them Marked the Fiying Hours 
for John Milton, the Blind Author of 
“Paradise Lost”—Peculiarities of Its 
Construction=How, After Many Changes 
and Vicissitudes, It Came Into the Hands 
of F, W. Porter=Watches Belonging to 
Gen, Van Botzelien and Lafayette. 

There is something peculiar About every 
watch. These pocket timekeepers have char- 
acteristics of their own, though in our days 
these are not as sharply defined as they were 


in the infancy of the art of watchmaking or 


even a century ago. The progress of the in- 
dustrial arts, with its employment of intricate 
machinery for doing the work of human 
hands, has had a tendency towards making 
these characteristics disappear. Yet every 
owner of a watch knows that timepieces 
have their own whims and notions and that 
they sometimes develop a stupnbornness in 
going their own way which defies the skill of 
the best adept in watchmaking. 

There is hardly anything to which a man 
can become more attached than a good time- 
piece, It isa friend indeed. It shares with 
one the pleasures and troubles of life, though 
seemingly the regular ticking of its brass 
heart does not indicate any interest whatever 
in one’s welfare. But it is in the hour of 
one’s greatest need that the watch proves its 
friendship and at the same time the truth of the 
adage, ‘‘ A friend in need is a friend indeed,”’ 
It cheerfully wanders to uncle’s and cheerfully 
returns without complaint after having pos- 


sibly lain for months in the dark recesses of 
a Clark street pawnshop without the sun 
smiling once upon its frank and open face. 

A watch which, if it could speak, would 
probably relate an interesting tale of the 
joys and sorrows of its first possessor and its 
own subsequent adventures and wanderings 


in foreign lands is now in Chicago and treas- 


ured as the gem of a collection of watches 
owned by. F. W. Porter, auditor of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific railroad. 

It was formerly owned by John Milton, the 
blind author of “‘ Paradise Lost.”” Whatasue- 
cession of thoughts this fact awakens in a senti- 
mental mind, One sees the sightless bard 
thoughtfully walking to and fro in his study,dic- 
tating immortal lines to his daughters, listen- 
from time to time to the ticking of this 
watch and feeling with his fingers its open face.

After an agreement was reached the stranger 
handed the pawnbroker his card, which bore 
the name of a disti ished Italian family, 
for the purpose of making out the ticket. and 
at the same time he gave Mr. Zuckermann a 
certificate of the genuineness of the claims he 
had made for t watch. This document 
bore the signature of the curator of the Brit- 
ish Museum in London. 

This account is sworn to by Mr. Zucker- 
mann and the certificate of authentification 
is unquestionably genuine. The name of the 
foreign nobleman, who sold the watch in 
order to raise the means of getting home, 
is well known in Europe as that of one of the 
most enthusiastic and best-informed collect- 
ors.

Its 
works and the alarm connected with them, 
though 223 years old, are yet in good condi- 
tion, bearing strik evidence of the artifi- 
cer's cunning. After Milton’s death the watch 
was carried by his daughter Deborah, and

If Milton’s watch could tell an interesting 
story what a tale of adventure could be 
reeled off by another watch in the same col- 
lection. Itisone which belonged to Gen. 
Van Botzelien, a commander of a Dutch 
army corps between 1740-1780. There is as 
much difference between Milton’s watch and 


this watch as there might have been between 
the two original owners. If the first 
signifies the modesty and unassuming 
character of the poet in its plain, 
everyday appearance, the latter well repre- 
sents the haughty and ostentatious character 
of the military men in the middle of the last 
century. It is well protected nst possible 
accidents by several cases ot gold and bronze.

continually in New York City and having but 
moderate means, has far outstripped yey 
the museums of France and Germany, and in 
twenty years has nearly equaled the work of 
the British Museuin, which is backed by un- 
told wealth, the government sending collect- 
ors with all of its t military excursions 
and missionaries, and has been engaged in the 
work for 130 years—a proud record both for 
the man and for this country. 
Indeed, from an American standpoint, the 
Neumoegen collection by all authorities is ad- 
mitted to be the most important in the 
world, for while it is extraordinarily rich 
in all material it is richest in the fauna 
of this continent. In ano is it 
most remarkable, and that is the condition, 
preparation, and arrangement of the speci- 
mens.

Indeed, one must mar- 
vel to see the pristine beauty of the most deli- 
cate insects so admirably preserved when he 
remembers that they have come wrapped ‘n 
papers and packed in cotton from the jungles 
of New Guinea, from the forests of the Ama- 
zon, the motntain tops of Orizaba, Chimbo- 
razo, Pike’s Peak, Mount Hood; the Alps, the 
Ural Mountains, and the covcere oag besides 
the most distant corners of the globe. 


Naming New Specimens. 


When a specimen is captured which after 
examination proves to be new to science the 
owner proceeds to write a description of his 
new treasure and to giveita name. This is 
duly printed in the journals of poate? 
and the specimen becomes the ** type’’/of that 
description and name forever more, It is the 
original and for all time the most valuable 
specimen, because it is the standard by which 
future generations study and recognize. 
types have a valuescarcely to be writ- 
ten in figures, for they are never offered for 
sale, though, when from poverty a collector 
has been forced to part with his collection, or 
by death the surviving widow becomes pos- 
sessed of what she is compelled to turn into 
money, the presence of these ** type”’ insects 
will always enhance the purchase price into 
the thousands of dollars. hen I say, there- 
fore, that the Neumoegen collection contains 
over 3,000 “‘types”’ in one way I give the 
se idea of its importance. 

ulletin No. 44, just issued by the United 
States, is Breen a description of all the nog- 
tuids in North America, and it is here stated 
that 15 per cent of all the * types” are in 
this great collection. Another idea may be 
formed from this.. [he great Edwards col- 
lection recently purchased cost $15,000, and 
the Neumoegenjcollection is more than five 
times as large andimportant. In fact, if Mr. 
Neumodegen could be persuaded to part with 
his collection, and it could be obtained by the 
Metropolitan Museum, with what it already 
has, it would then possess the greatest collec- 
tion in the world, surpassing even that of the 
British Museum. 

The collection, besides its types, is wealthy 
in ** varieties,’ which are variations from *yp- 
ical form and which prove the Darwinian 
theory of evolution, represen a gradual 
deviation from form which will . eventuall 
produce a new species; in ‘‘ aberrations,” 
which are curious forms, freaks of nature, re- 
maining *‘ unique ’’ perhaps forever; in her- 
maphrodites, where we see two sexes 
united in a single individual, perhaps the blue 
wings ot the female coupled with the green 
wings of the male, or the wings of. one sex 
with body and antennz of the other; and in 
hybrids, rare forms produced artificially by 
mating different species of the same genus 
and then rearing the larva until the -butterfly 
emerges a curious admixture of its parents. 


Money Value of Butterflies. 


Butterflies: have a commercial value. That 
is to say, there are professional dealers who 
issue catalogues in which one finds the names. 
with prices affixed. ese prices vary from 
fifteen cents to $500. But fine “types,’’ beau- 
tiful and rare ** varieties,’ and wonderful! 
** uniques,” are practically priceless. For ex- 
ample, one of the gems of the Neumoegen 
collection is his wonderful Papilio Neumoe- 
geni. This insect, the only one of its kind 
ever captured, was taken in the -[sland of 
Sumbawa, southeast of Java. Keceived in 
a shipment from his collector, Mr. Neu- 
moegen at once concluded that it was new 
to science. He sent it to Europe, risking 
its loss, and experts. there decided that 
be was right. Honrath, the celebrated 
entom>logist, begged the privilege of 
describing it, and named it in honor of its 
discoverer. It has figured recently in the an- 
nals of the Berlin Entomological iety. It 
is of a wonderful metallic green. Special ex- 
peditions have been sent to the locality sever- 
al times since in the hope of finding another 
but this one still remains unique. I asked 
Mr. Neumoegen what it is worth. Here is his 
answer: 

“Whocan say? Itisthe only one in the 
world. Suppose you offer me $1,000, which 
I certainly would refuse, I could say to you, 
‘I will give you $2,000 for its mate,’ and you 
could never fill my order, Then it is worth 
$2.000, is it not? But it is worth more, for 
money cannot buyit.”’” This is good reason- 
ing, but I can safely say that if it were sold 
at auction in London it would bring $1,000 
at least. 

Some Famous Specimens, 


I will now mention a few names, which, 
however uninteresting they may be to the un- 
initiated, will make a feeling of envy. rise in 
the heart of every collector throughout the 
world who reads them, for in the main they 
represent priceless treasures found nowhere 


se. 

In this wonderful collection one may see a 
perfect male and female of ornithoptera Vic- 
torine from the Solomon Islands.’ Curiously 
enough the male is worth $200, while the fe- 
male isonly valued at $10. But here are 
wonderful examples of Magellanus. Miranda, 
and Lydius, the femaies vaiued at $50, while 
the males are cheaper. Here is the true Am- 
phrysus and Broekiana, usually represented 
by epurious species of another genus which 
resem bies it, and here a wonderful variety, O. 
Schoenbergii. 

. Among the great group Papilio there are 

many rarities and priceless things, Papilio 
Antimachus from the Upper Congo, of which 
the female is unknown, is one of them. The 
male is worth from $50 to $100; and here are 
five perfect specimens. Near it is Papilio Al- 
cidinus, of which only three are{ known. Mr. 
‘Neum n has refused $300 for the male, 
and the female, though tattered, being the 
only one ever found, ts, in his opinion, worth

All the Attacus from South 
America and Asia, with their curious tri- 
mer), peak transparent, glassy spots, together 
with their enormous relatives, Bunzas, make 
one gaze in wonderment. Next in order are 
the Tropzas, of which Silene, Mimosz, and 
Lete, with their tails nearly a foot in length, 
and the most beautiful rose colored Endwemo, 
nia Brachyura, a most lovely creature, though 
the less rare Urania Croesus, from Zanzibar, 
showing in one insect gold, green, red, and 
black, is perhaps more captivating to the eye. 
But the space alotted to me makes it impos- 
sible to go on. Among the Noctuids alone, 
which I have not even mentioned, are prizes 
that could never be replaced if lost.

At Keppel & Co.’s there is exhibited a series 
of ten colored etchings printed by the artist, 
Miss Mary Cassatt, by anew process. The chief 
interest in these works lies in the color 
effect. The etching - consists of little 
more than a few outlines. for the most 
part exceedingly faulty in drawing, but 
the effects of color are harmonious and artistic. 
The colors are laid on in flat tones, in some of 
which figured designs are shown, as in those of 
the wall paper and carpets orin the ‘dresses of 
the figures. The subjects are, for the most part, 
women caring for children, at their 
own toilet, or attending to other 
duties  whiich fall to lot 
women. Some of the compositions are 
quite Japanese in the clever azrangement of flat 
tones of color and absence of perspective, but 
there is more of the Japanese sureness 
dexterity of execution in the drawing. 
Two in these qualities and de- 
fects are especially noticeable are 
the figuxe of a young woman nudeto the waist 
standing at a wash-stand and a group of a moth- 
er, nurse, and child in what appears to be a boat 
with a view of a river and bridges inthe back- 
ground. One of the most pleasing color effects 
is in the work showing a young woman 
seated at a désk sealing a _ietter. 
These works are exceedingly decorative in color 
and arrangement, but these qualities are scarce- 
ly sufficient to counterbalance the almost total 
lack of form and anatomy in the figures. An ex- 
cellent impression of Seymour Hayden’s “ By- 
Road in Tipperary ” was also received last week.

Birkett Foster is represented by three 
small highly finished bits which are remarkable 
for the extent represented in a small space 
and the delicate manner in which they 
are executed. By Charles Green there is 
an interesting genre subject. It is entitled 
“The Village Politicians,” and shows a party of 
English workmen discussing in a taproom.

RAMIE FIBER FOR MANUFACTURING. 


Advantages of the Substitute for Silk, Wool, 
and Fiax,. 

Ramie fiber is the nearest substitute for 
silk, wool, and flax that has yet been found. 
It possesses the good qualities-of all with none 
of their bad points. But it possesses a draw- 
back that makes its use impracticable, and 
that is that hitherto the cost of preparing the 
fiber has been too expensive. Years of toil 
and thousands of dollars have been spent in 
efforts to find a cheap process of preparing the 
fiber for the loom, but without success until 
recently. 

S. H. Slaught, President of the Ramie Fiber 
Silk Manufacturing company of San Francis- 
co, who is stopping with his brother, 
Dr A. W. laught, at No. 4712 
Wabash avenue, claims to have solved the 

roblem and he has agreat quantity of the 

ber in ev ying of treatment from the 
crude ma 1 to product ready for the 
loom and samples of all kinds of cloth made 
from pure ramié fiber and from mixtures of

Ramie, rhea, china ss, or bohmeria has 
been cultivated in the East for centuries, its 
fiber being used for ropes and for cordage, 
and also for cluth in China and Japan. This 
fiber has a wide range, being found in India, 
Japan, China, and the Eastern archipelago, 
the south of France, and more recently 
been successfully introduced in Louisiana and 
California. It thrives best in moist, shady 
places in the tropics. The fiber is found on 
the inner side of the bark. It is so difficult 
to separate from the outer covering that the 
process is found quite expensive, but so val- 
uable would this fiber become as an article of 
commerce if it could be done cheaply that the 
Government of India in 1869 offered 
a prize of £5,000 for a ma- 
chine which would peepee ramie fiber 
economically. The offer was repeated in 
1877, but no one solved the problem satis- 
factorily. Itis perhaps no exaggeration to 
say that ramie is the most remarkable of, 
all vegetable fibers, In fineness, strength, 
and luster’ it stands. unequaled. It can be 
spun as fine as flax and has more strength and 
luster. It also is well adapted for manipula- 
tion by the bleacher and dyer. It has the 
still further advantage of being more like 
wool than the other vegetable fibers, and in- 
deed can be sed as a substitute for long 
stapled wool: 

great difficulty in preparing the fiber 
is the ungumming. Some samples from 
Mexico China were shown at the Fair, but 
they were not perfectly prepared and conse- 
uently were unfit for manufacturing into 
finer fabrics. Ramie is one of the easiest of 
crops to raise; as it requires no cultivation. 
In California three or four crops are raised on 
the same piece of ground each year, yielding 
1,000 pounds an acre, wo six cents a 
pound. This will cost 13 cents more to make 
ready for the loom, when it is worth $3 a 
pound.

Both florists and amateurs are working to 
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improve early chrysanthemums and coax the 
laté blooming kinds into earlier habits. At 
present the finest varieties will not blossom 
until after hard frost has reached these lati. 
tudes and out of doors exhibitions are an im- 
possibility. In Southern England the same 
sorts brighten sheltered gardens at Christmas. 
It is as frosty weather as is ever apt to come 
in Middlesex that Du’Maurier shows in the 
drawing for hisaudacious rhyme: 
In the morning to church where the choir

And then to the garden to see the chrysanthe- 
mums. 

Two or three of this season’s seedlings 
flower a week or two earlier than their equiv- 
alents of two years ago, and'theautumn shows 
of ten years from now will very likely be held 
in the open air on October days. 

Some Early Importations. 

Neo one really knows when the chrysanthe- 
mum was first cultivated in Japan nor how it 
came to be so passionately loved there. It 
has been grown in China and India from pre- 
historic ages, one is told, but that is a term 
lightly applied to any time, ten centuries ago 
ora thousand indifferently. It was brought 
from Japan to Holland in 1689, and was 
from that time on treasured by French horti- 
culturists. The hundredth anniversary of its 
introduction into the British Isles was cele. 
brated in 1891 by the National Chrysanthe- 
mum Society of England, and it has been 
cultivated after a fashion for about the same 
time in America. 

Robert L. Emmons of Boston raised the 
first chrysanthemums exhibited at an Ameri- 
can flower show—that of the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society in November, 1830. 
Another Massachusetts man, Dr. Walcott of 
Cambridge, raised the first American seedling. 
It was not, however, until about fifteen years 
ago that the ‘worship of the chrysanthe- 
mum *’ began to be universal in this country 
us it had become in Europe. 

It is a wonder that somebody who is tired of 
all the amusements every one else has in- 
vented does not get upa genuine Japanese 
‘“*Festivalof the Chrysanthemum,” such as 
annually uses up unnumbered tons of * kiku”’ 
flowers in the land of Fusiyama. It would be 
easy enough to arrange the groups of mani- 
kins arrayed in many-hued robes of the flow- 
ersset close together in moist clay. Chicagoans 
would willingly pay a larger admission price 
than the native Japanese do to see the tab- 
leaux of ladies pouring tea, of-statesmen with 
their woodeu heads deep in ‘consultation, or 
of the greatest gods and goddesses entirely 
constructed of ‘golden dragon” blossoms. It 
would be harder to obtain the grotesque 
pid chrysanthemum trees of the Mikado’s 
garden, which are trained into elephants, 
cows, and other graceful beasts. These might 
have to be made of tissue paper like the 
flowers that bloom on lamp shades, Making 
paper chrysanthemums is one of the Japanese 
young gin! 8 accomplishments, and when she 
cannot have enough of the real blossams she 
fills up the gaps with her clever imitations. 

One of the prettiest customs of chrysan- 
themum time, which the Japanese poets al- 
lude to, is that of those bashful lovers who 
leave on the doorsteps of their sweethearts 
the best plants they can find. If a maiden of 
whose affection her admirer is doubtful echer- 
ishes and tends his offerimg it is well with 
him. He knows she understands the senti- 
ment, * Love me, love my kiku.” °

SEVEN GREAT WONDERS OF COREA. 


Among Them is a Hovering Stone and an 
Indestructible Forest. 

A Chinese paper describes the seven wonders 
which Corea, like unto other Oriental coun- 
tries, possesses, and which played a con- 
spicuous role in antiquity. The Corean 
**wonders’’ consist, first, of a hot mineral 
spring near Kin Shantao, which is capable 
of curing sickness and diseases of all sorts. 
The second wonder is the two wells, one at 
each end of the peninsula, which have the pe- 
culiar characteristic that when one is full the 
other is empty. The water of the one is in- 
tensely bitter, that of the other has a pleasant 
and sweet taste. The third wonder is a cold 
cave from which there issues constantly an 
ice-cold wind. with such foree that a strong 
man isnot able to stand up againstit. A 
pine forest which cannot be eradicated con- 
stitutes the fourth wonder. 

No matter what injury may be done to the 
roots the young trees spring up again like 
the phoenix from its ashes. The most re- 
markable, however, is the fifth wonder—the 
famous hovering stone—which stands, or 
rather appears to stand, ig front of a palace 
erected to its honor. Th is a massive rec- 
tangular block, free on all sides. Two men 
standing, one on each end, can draw a card 
underneath the stone, from side to side, 
without encountering any obstacle. The sixth 
wonder is a hot stone which has been lying 
from time immemorial on the summitof a 
bill, and evolvinga glowing heat. The seventh 
Corean wonder is a sweating Buddha. This

SUPERIOR VITALITY OF INSECTS. 


Often Uninjured Even After Sub- 
jected to Intense Cold, 

Baltimore American: The eggs of insects 
have greater powers of vitality than any 
others. A case was published of an egg pro- 
ducing an insect eighty years after it must 
have been laid, and the scientist responsible 
for this statement thinks the power of vivifi- 
cation may endure in these eggs for an in- 
detinite period, Many eggs of insects 
are exposed to the air without an 
coverin and man are shelter 
too slig tly to be secure from the frost. T his, 
however, they are able tordsist, remaining un- 
frozen, though exposed to the severest cold, 
or, still more surprising, are uninjured by its 
intensest action, recovering their vitality even 
after having been frozen into lumps of ice. 
Onexposing several silk-worm eggs for five 
hours to a freezing mixture which made 
Fahrenheit’s thermometer fall to 38° 
below zero Spollanzi found that they 
were not frozen nor their fertility in 
the slightest degree impaired. Others were 
ex to a degree of 56° below zero without 
being injured. The quality of the eggs of 
snails is, perhaps, even more marvelous. 
These eggs, if desiccated in a furnace until 
they are scarcely visible, will always regain 
their original bulk when damped, and the 
oe will be brought forth as tnough the 
eggs had never been in any way interfered 
with, Neither heat nor cold seems to have 
any injuriouseffect upon their vitality, for 
they have been frozen into ice for any length 
of time and when the ice is melted will be 
found to be wholly uninjured,

Chicago at that time, were ex- 
posed by a Chicago paper. The better ele- 
ment of the society .repudiated these medi- 
ums, but in order togivethem an opportunity 
to vindicate themselves addressed a letter to 
them, the tenor of which was to the effect that 
they should give a series of experimental test 
séances for Fall form materialization under 
such test conditions as would be decided upon 
by a committee of seven representative ‘men 
chosen by the society. Of course the request 
was refused, for the simple reason that it was 
beyond the power of Bastian and Taylor to 
produce “spirit forms” except when the 
conditions were such as adniitted of collusion 
and fraud. 

Had the matter ended here no doubt the so- 
ciety would have had a longer existence, but 
Mrs. Richmond, under the ulleged control of 
A. A. Ballou, is reported to have censured the 
members who “ persecuted ’ the mediums. As 
the society had taken a firm stand against 
fraudulent mediumships Mrs. Richmond's 
action caused unpleasant feeling and the bet- 
ter element withdrew its support. Since that 
time there has bever been an active society in 
Chicago representing the more intelligent 
class of spiritualists. They are to be found 
today in the congregations of Dr. Thomas, 
Prof. Swing, and in the Society for Ethical 


Culture, 
Reign of Prodigies. 


In the early days of thé movement strange

Where fifteen years ago there weré a num- 
ber of good speakers .now there are few, if 
any. Fhe better class of lecturers, finding no 
adequate su port, have studied and been ad- 
mitted into Uanarian. Universalist, and other 
liberal pulpits. Of these may be mentioned 
Cephas B. Lynn, T. Ernest Allen, William 
Brunton, R. P. Ambler, and others. It.prob- 
ably is not Grneres known in Chicago that 
Dr. Frank Wadsworth, a North Side~ physi- 
cian who died some two or three years ago, 
was nally a spiritualistic. lecturer. He 
was a tailor in Maine, and it was while work- 
ing at his trade that he *becamea trance 
speaker. He came West, lectured in Chicago 
for some time, finally studied medicine at the 
Rush Medical College, and became a success- 
ful practitioner. 


Doctrine of Spiritualism, 


Looking at the subject from the point of 
view of the Spiritualists themselves, there is 
nothing in their belief antagonistic to previ- 
ously adopted creeds, unless it be thedoctrine 
of the atonement. They believe that the life 
after death is one of reasion, where each 
individual will take his place in strict accord- 
ance with the life that he has led here; that 
the next world is very similar to this one, and 
in a system of rewards and punishments, 
which are the effect of causes operative in the 
earthly existence and not to be dispensed at 

hand of an arbitrary ruler—in brief, a sys- 
tem of moral evolution. 

In the matter of spirit communication there 
is a great variety of opinion, ranging from 
the class which thinks no one can ve a 
thought or an impulse that is not prompted 
by some supernatural agent to the other 

ich carefully weighs each fact. 

-It is quite evident that Spiritualists never 
have been and never will bea religious sect. 
While they claim ‘to havea philosophy and 
system of belief based not upon revelations of 
any inspired book, but by revelations made 
to individuals, it follows, as a matter of 
course, that they are varied and often in oppo- 
sition to each other. What constitutes a per- 
son a Spiritualist is belief in the spiritual 
nature of man and the continuity of life be- 
yond the grave, from which it is believed pos- 
sible the so-called dead may at times manifest 
themselves. It assumesto be able to prove 
thisitatter claim and declares that it is in the 
power of every individual to prove it to his 
own satisfaction. It necessarily follows that 
there is diversity of opinion on this point. 
The Materialist who has laid aside his doubts, 
because he firmly believes it has been proven 
to his physical senses that ghosts are tangible, 
will be a very materialistic Spiritualist. The 
person who through his own experiences in 
the quiet of his home has to his mind “* proved 
the spirits ’’ does not feel compelled to give 
up his pew in church or change his religious 
views in any particular. It only strengthens 
his faith in Bible and makes many pas- 
sages clearer. 


Society for Psychical Research. 


What Spiritualists have been unable to do 
for themselves the English Society for Psy- 
chical Research has done for them. It has 
cleared away a mass of rubbish, fraud, and 
superstition, and left to be explained certain 

henomena not accounted for by deception. 

nthe minds of many there is a strong lean- 
ing to the spiritualistic hypothesis. Dr. Rich- 
ard Hodgson and Mr. F. W. H. Myers, whi:e 
they do not consider that they have proved 
the case to the satisfaction of the rest of the 
world, are themselves convinced that under 
certain rare conditions communication is pos- 
sible between the dead and the living. 
he experiments of the Psychical Research 
Society and those of W. T. Stead, the povu- 
lar journalist of the Review of Reviews, whose 
experiences in automatic writing have caused 
such widespread comment, have not been 
made with public or paid mediums. Indeed, 
the fact that a person takes money lays him 
or her open to suspicion. In hundreds, yes, 
thousands of private families’ in England, 
France, italy, and Germany, no less than 
America, strange experiences have come to 
people who never heard of spiritualism. 

There are in Chicago a number of members 
of the Psychical Research Society and they 
poopane to reorganize the chapter in the near 

uture. Theyare: C. W. Fullerton, Lyman 
J. Gage, Mrs. Mary H. Wilmarth, Alfred L, 
Baker, Mrs. Amanda Belden, Ernest E. Cre- 
pin, George D. Haworth, Dr. Mahion Hutch- 
inson, Dr. W. E. Morgan.

Staniland Wake, and others, To bea mem- 
ber of the society does not commit one to a 
belief in spiritualism. It is simply composed 
of people who feel that certain phenomena 
common in all ages should once forall be 
investigated and proven false or true. Surely 
if men spend years in an attempt to discover 
a new star, suffer privations and danger to 
study the habits of wild beasts, or search for 
a new genus in botany, then if the continuity 
of lifeis demonstrable it is time that men 
of science set themselves to work. 

For who is not interested to know what 
comes after death? One cannot calmly solil- 
oquize, like Hamlet, when his nearest and 
dearest lies cold and motionless—while he 
wonders how the sun can shine and the earth 


revolve. Then the ceaseless questioning be- 
gins, “‘ Has he gone forever?” 

The fault has been in taking as an axiom a 
problem that should be demonstrated step by 
step. For the first time almost in the history 
of the ages men of acknowledged ability have 
started to work logically. Every one laughed 
at mind cure until Charcot and other eminent

Mrs. Adaline T. Eldred,.who is a psychome- 
trist, claims that psychometry can be taught 
and that clairvoyance is not at all supernatu- 
ral, but inherent in every ‘one and can be 
cultivated as a muscle can be strengthened by 
exercise. 

‘*T was an agnostic,”’ she said, “I earnestly 
sought for light, and in answer to my seeking 
I found spiritual truth. My psychometric 
power was developed through the persuasions 
ofafriend. It is six years since | first made 
experiments and three years since I have 
psychometrized publicly. My definition of 
psychometry is this; use of soul powers 
and faculties of man by which he is enabled 
to observe phenomena upon another and su- 
perior plane of being tian the material or 
physical and acquire knowledge by other than 
the reasoning faculties as. ordinarily em- 
ployed. Intuition 1 defineas the power of 
arriving at accurate knowledge of and 
conclusions about things without the 
conscious process of reasoning. The cor- 
rectness of the interpretation of all psychic 
phenomena depends upon the accuracy of the 
intuitive or ra che gy > the power clearly to 
use the intuition distinguish between it 
and mere impression. The. belief in spirit 
return permeates every grade of society. I 
speak from my own experience with sitters. 
As a rule they are people of average and 
above the average intelligence, well-read and 
well-informed. Very few cranks come to me, 
but many people who are in the churches, 
who would be horrified if classed with Spirit- 
ualists.”’ : 

To Be Put on a Scientific Basis. 


When asked in regard to the spiritualistic 
movement she said: ‘I think spiritualism is 
bound to be put upon a scientific basis. It is 
nota religion, it is ascienee. I might say 
the city is alive with it. It ig everywhere and 
among people who wouldn’t eall it by that 
name. No, there ig no danger in developing 
our psychic powers, if it is done intelligently. 
On the contrary, it 1s beneficial to health. The 
danger lies in people giving themselves up to 
it in a negative way. There is nothing that 
can stand in the way of our own judgment.” 

Mrs. Mary E. Bundy, editor and publisher 
of the np af ie eB Journal, when 
asked what she thought of the future of the 
spiritualist movement, said: 

‘* Phenomena is‘only the alphabet, the key, 
the foundation of spiritualism, worthless un- 
less utilized by the individual as help for in- 
terior growth. A knowledge of spirit mani- 
testation no more makes one a Spiritualist 
than does acquaintance with the alphabet en- 
title one to a university diploma.

Miss Willard’s. Views. 


The position taken by Miss Frances E. Wil- 
lard isshown in the following ietter written 
to the Chairman of, and _ read before, the re- 
cent Psychical Science Congress:

Dr. Thomas’ Testimony. 


The Rev. H. W. Thomas, when asked if, in 
his opinion, belief in spiritualism was general 
and whether in its essential facts and teach- 
ings it was similar to those of the New Testa- 
ment, said: 

“There is nothing new in thought. Old 
thoughts go round and round, simply comin 
up under new condimons. The trouble in al 
these things is to get a prenes classification, a 
proper understanding. hinmgs are named 
phases of, thought, of religion, and to one per- 
son the name means one are and to another 
it means another thing. And then again, all 
truth is related. Certain minds wiil adopt 
some phase of a spiritual truth and putting 
their interpretation upon it, or what they sup- 
pose to be its popular meaning, they specialize 
it and themselves become s lists, and in 
that way real truths are pu out of proper 
relations and become so distorted even as to 
muke themselves falsehoods. ° 

“It isso with the subject of spiritualism. 
That thére is something spiritual in man, that 
there is a spiritual side to the universe, and 
that in the deepest sense the universe itself is 
spiritual are general facts of which there 
has never been a doubt in many minds. It 
has been the faith of the ages and in that 
sense spiritualism is increasing now. The 
spiritual is being more realized and more em- 
phasized, and I think, also, that the belief in 
the continuity of life, the continuity of being; 
that people are not dead when we say they 
have,died—that that is becoming more gen- 
eral to the public mind, and as such the sense 
of separation between the living and the dead 
is not so great, for death works no change 
upon personality. Memory, reason, and af- 
fection remain the same. and hence the fee!l- 
ing is becoming less strange that there should 
be intercourse between worlds, between those 
who have passed away and those who remain, 
and all that is certainly in aceord with both 
the Old and the New Testament. It was 
nothing strange in those times that Moses 
and Eliasshould come and talk with Peter, 
James, and John, and with Christ on the 
Mount of Transfiguration. 

‘But if by spiritualiem you mean all the 
phenomena! aspects, all that is meant by rap- 
pings, writings, materializations, why then 
you have taken the subject into specialties, 
you have taken it into the field that people 
claim has special powers, special experiences, 
and there the public mind feels but little inter- 
est. That is, I mean to say people who 
believe in the continuity of life and the inter- 
course of worlds may not turn aside to in- 
vestigate this or that particular case. There 
would be no end of it. That there is some 
truth, some occult power in these, I think is 
generally felt, because there would hardly be 
so much in the phenomenal without some.

Se the French People Doctor Some Stuff 
and Sell it to Americans, 

It is known that the champagne country 
does not produce anything like the quantity 
of wine that is required forthe annual con- 
sumption in Europe, let alone America, 
What is wanted is imported into the district 
from other partes of France and there doc- 
tored. All champagne getsa dose of sirup 
and other ingredients. before being finally 
corked, wired, tinseled, and packed in cases. 
None but the highest-priced brands nowadays 
are genuine, If you want the real article the 
best thing ‘to do is to buy it on the spot of a 
firm that has only one price and one brand. 
They exist, but are few in number. 

Some persons*supposé that white wine, and 
consequently champagne, is made from white 
grapes only. This is an error. Of course it 
is made from them, but asa matter of fact 
the great bulk of white wine comes from the 
purple fruit. When white wine is wanted the 
juice is drawn off from-.the butt almost as 
soon as it has been trodden out of 
the grapes, while to produce red wine 
the skins and stalks must be allowed to 
soak for aitime in the generous liquor. They 
give the color. New wine just out of the press 
is of a light orange tint and is a delicious bev- 
erage, but dreadfully treacherous. 

Out of the refuse when all the juice has been 
drawn off the French make a capital eau de 
vie of a light brown color, which they call eau 
de vie de mare. Connoisseurs prefer it to 
brandy, except when the latter is of the very 
tirst brand. Burgundy is the great place for 
it; it rarely finds its way to England.
